When the 
King of Perſia perſecuted the Chriſtians, the ſame Prince threatned him 
Vith a War, in Caſe he did not deſiſt; and no doubt but he would have 
been as good as his Word, if the Perſian King had not complyed. We 
may obſerve the ſame to have been done in the Cauſe of the Orthodox a- 
gainſt the Arrians, by Conſtantine the Younger, Son of Conſtantine the 
SBGBreat; who threatned his eldeſt Brother Conſt antius 
with a War, if he did not deſiſt from perſecuting + 
the Catholick Biſhops, and reſtore Athanaſius to his Bifhoprick of Alex- 
andria: That great and holy Man accepted of this Mediation, and wasfre- 
ſtored by it; which he world not have done, if he had judged it unlaw- 
ful. The ſame was practiſed by King Pepin and Charles the Great againſt. 
the Lombards ; and by all the Princes of Europe in favour of the Chriſti. 
ans oppreſſed by the Turks in the holy War. Queen Elizabeth did the 
ſame for Hollaud: King James for the Prince Palatine : and King Charles 
the Firſt for Rochel ; and Biſhop Laud, who certainly underſtood the 
Principles of our Church, encouraged both : and it is one of the greateſt 
Blemiſhes of the Reign of King Charles the Second, that he ſuffered the 
French King to proceed ſo far in deſtroying his Proteſtant Subjects, 
without interpoſing in their Behalf; which if he had effectually done, he 
had either prevented it, or got an opportunity „rene s Reign lo- 
rious, and his Kingdom ſafe, by a War, which would in all probabllity 
- have humbled that Monarch to the advantage of all Euros.. 
8. I know nothing that can be objected againſt this, except it be the 
peculiar Obligation that lies on us from the Oaths of Supremacy and

| Prince to interpoſe between another Prince and his Subjects, if 
he attempt to deſtroy. them; I promiſed in the ſecond place to ſhew; 
that the late King deſigned and endeavoured to- deſtroy; and utterly - 
ruin the Proteſtant Religion and Engliſh Intereſt in Iyeland, and to alter 
the very Frame and Conſtitution of the Government. This I look on as 
the moſt material point of our Apology, and to need the moſt clear and 
full proof: For Jealouhes and Fears in ſuch a Caſe ought not to pafs for 
Arguments, or be brought into Competition with a certain and plain 
Duty, that is, with obedience to lawful Governors.

comes only to reſcue miſerable Subjects; but I anfwer, there are ſome 

Caſes ſo plain, that they need no judge at all: every Man muſt be lefr 

te judge: for himſelf; and for bree, he muſt be anſwerable to God 


— 


to effect it. 
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' take this to be one of them; for either the People muſt be left to judge 
of the Deſigns of their Governor by what they ſee and feel from him, or 
-elſe they mult be obliged to a blind and abſolute Submiſſion, without em- 
ploying their Underſtanding in the Caſe. And I dare appeal to all the 


World whether it be ſafer to leave it to the Judgments and Conſciences of 
a whole Kingdom to determine concerning the Deſigns of their Governor, 
or to leave it to the Will and Conſcience of the King, whether he will 
deſtroy them. One of theſe is unavoidable; and I am aſſured it is leſs 
-probable, that the Generality of a Kingdom will concur ina Miſtake of 
this Nature, and leſs miſchievous if they ſhould miſtake, than that a 
King by Weakneſs, wicked Councellors, or falſe Principles, ſhould de- 
ſign to make his People Slaves, ſubvert the ancient Government, or de- 
ſtroy one part of his People, whom he hates, in favour of another. 
3. That a Prince may deſign to deſtroy his Subjects (tho? the Aſſertors 
of Abſolute Paſſive Obedience would make it an incredible Thing) is ſo 
far from being impolſible, that it is very common, of which there are fo 
many Examples, both ancient and modern, that it is a wonder, that Men, 
ho know any thing of Hiſtory, ſhould overlook them. Nero, Caligula, 
Domitian, Maximinus, Heliogabalus, Commodus, not only endeavoured, - 
'but profeſſed it ; and ſome of them were mightily concerned, that it was 
not in their power to Wr it. No longer ago than the time of Phi- 
tip the Second of Spain, we have an Example of a Chriſtian King no bet- 
ter than thoſe Heathens. Whoever reads the 8 of his dealing with 
the Low Countries, muſt confeſs, that he deſign'd the utter Deſtruction 
of the Laws and Liberties of thoſe People; and that in particular he was 
reſolved, that not one Proteſtant ſhould be left alive amongſt them. 


The ſame has been deſigned and effected in a great meaſure by the pre- 


ſent French King againſt his Proteſtant Subjects, and he muſt have 4 
great ſhare either of Impudence or Stupidity, - that can deny this Prince 


to have deſigned and purpoſely contrived that Deſtruction; and by the 


ſame Rule that a Man can be fo wicked and barbarous as to defign the 
ſtruction of a third or fourth part of his People, he may deſign the de- 
ſtruction of the greater part, if they will be fuch Fools as to ſuffer him 
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dei preſtant jura-

| Shewing from the Obligations of his Religian, that Ning James di- 4 
ſened to Deſiroy us,” | ee OT SE ä 
T is eaſie to demonſtrate that every Roman Catholick King, if her 
throughly underſtand his Religion, and do in earneſt believe the 
Principles of it, is obliged, if he be able, to deſtroy his Proteſtant Sub- 


jects; and that nothing can excuſe him from doing it 
but want of power. This is plain from the third 


Chapter of the fourth Lateran Council, and from the 


Council of Conſtance in the Bull that confirms it, read 
in the 45: Seſſion: If therefore a-Popiſh King can per- 
ſuade his Proteſtant Subjects to ſubmit to him whilſt, 
he doth it, he is obliged by his Principles to deſtroy. 
them, even when they are the greater part and Body 
of his: Subjects. Now King James was (as is known 
to all the World) a moſt zealous Roman Catholick, 
and ingaged with that party of them, that moſt, zea- 


louſly afſert and. practiſe, this Doctrine of rooting out 


Hereticks. He gave himſelf up intirely to the Con- 


| 115 duct and guidance of Jeſuits, theſe were the Gover-- 
nors and Directors of his Conſcience, and he ſeemed to have no other 
Sentiments than ſuch as they inſpired into him. Hf then theſe have pre- 
vailed with the French King (whom ſome report to be a merciful Man in 
kis own Nature, and certainly a mighty Zealot for his Honour) to break 
'bis:moſt folemn eſtabliſhed Laws; violate his repeated Declarations and 
Oaths, and in ſpite of all theſe, to perſecute and deſtroy; his Proteſtant - 
Subjects: If the ſame have prevailed with the Duke of pave to do the 
like, though as he is now convinced, manifeſtly againſt his Intereſt, nay 
almoſt N own Deſtruction, having loſt: thereby his beſt and moſt- 
reſolute and uſeful Subjects, who would have ſerved him moſt. Cordially 
againſt France, the Enemy he ought. moſt to dread, and which 
ohe day will ſwallow up his Dukedom, if his Allies do not prevent it;. ' 
- I Fig: they have prevailed with the Emperor to involve himſelf in a 
Mar, that has now laſted about twenty Vears, and almoſt loſt him his 
ire, rather than ſuffer a few Proteſtants to live quietly in Hungary; Is: 
not. our late Kings being of the ſame Principles, and under the Govern-- 


ment of the ſame. Directors of. Conſcience.; Is not his fondneſs of Frances 


and 
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and his Alliance with it, his affecting to imitate that King in every thing, 
and above all his proſecuting the ſame, if not worſe methods towards the 
Proteſtants in Ireland, that the King of France did with the Hugonits in 
his Dominions, a clear and full proof of both Kings being in the ſame 
deſign, to root out not only the Proteſtants of theſe Kingdoms, but like- 
wiſe of all Europe ? And that we mult all have expected the ſame uſage 
our Brethren met with in Fance. | 
Nor could our Kings Promiſes and Engagements be any. greater aſ- 
furances to us than thoſe of the French King were to his Subjects. It is 
obſervable that Ring James was more than ordinarily liberal in his Pro-—- 
miſes and Declarations of favour towards Proteſtants. He boaſted in 
a Declaration ſent to England, and diſperſed by his Friends there, dated 
May 8. 1689. at Dublin, That his Proteſtant Subjects, their Religion, 
Privileges and Properties were his eſpecial care ſince he came into Ireland. | 
He often profeſſed that he made no diſtinction between them and Roman = 
Catholicks, and both he here, and his Party there, did much extol his 
Kind dealings with his Proteſtants in Ireland. What thoſe dealings truly | 
were 1 ſhall have occaſion to ſhew. : The repreſentation of them made in 
England by him and his Party was no leſs falſe than his Promiſes were 
unn it being plain he had a reſerve in them all. It is a maxim, 
as take it, in Law, that if the King be deceived in his Grant, though: = 
it paſs the Great Seal, yet it is void: Much more muſt all his verbal. | 
Promiſes be void if he be deceived in them. Now if we conſider Who = 
were the Directors of the Kings Conſeience, e ought not to wonder 
that he made no great ſcruple ro evade them: Doctor Curt mright, one 
of his Inſtruments, gives us a right notion of King James's Promiſes. in 
his Sermon at Nippon, where in effect he tells us that the Kings Promiſes 
are Donatives, and ought not to he too ſtrictly examined or urged, and 
that we muſt leave his Majeſty to explain his own meaning in them; this 
[Gloſs pleaſed King James ſo well that he rewarded the Author with theses 
'Biſhoprick of Cheſter, though very unfit for that Character ;, and ſhewed: 
in all his Actions that he meant to proceed accordingly: And the hu-- 
mour run through the whole party; whenever they were at a pinch, 
and under a neeeſſity of ſerving themſelves by the: aſſiſtance or credulity: 
of Proteſtants, they promiſed them fair, and ſtuck. at no terms with: 
them; but when their turn e eu would not allow us to men- 
tion their promiſe, much leſs to challenge the performance. „ 
2. It plainly appeared that it was not in King James s. power if he 
kad been diſpoſed himſelf, to: perform his promiſes to us. The Prieſts:

words; nor could his Majeſty upon trial hinder them. One Mr. Aoare 
pPreached before the King in Chriſts Church in the beginning of the year 
1690. his Sermon gave great offence : he told his Majeſty that he did 
not do juſtice to the Church and Churchmen; ps, | 
ſaid that Kings ought to conſult Clergymen in their temporal affairs, the Cler- 
Ly having a temporal as well as a ſpiritual right in the ions hk bg as 
had nothing 7 th with the managing of ſpiritual affairs, but were to obey 
the Orders of the Church. It is true King James highly reſented this, and 
the Preacher was baniſhed, or voluntarily withdrew from Court; but 


in this he ſpake the general ſenſe of 'the-Clergy, indeed of the Roman 
Church, to which the King had given himſelf up, and muſt be forced 
to ſubmit to it at laſt. The Kings Promiſes therefore or his Laws, could 


„eee, towards the ſecuring us, except he could get the Roman 
Church to join in chem, and becom̃e a party to them; for whilſt the 
Governours of that Church challenge the whole management of ſpiritual 
Wings, and King James owned their power fo far that he conſented to

Mt 1 deſtructive deſigu appears in the third Place, from the Per- 
ſons he Employed in all Offices of Truft or Power.

164. there was a moſt bloody Maſſacre committed in this Kingdom on 
the Proteſtants, by their Neighbours the Papiſts; in which ſome hundred

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Chancery Was formerly detected of a Forgery.-'Several of Their Bur- 
geſſes, nay, Sheriffs, were notorions Thieves, and ſome hurt in the 
Hand. The Speech of one of their new! Juſtices of the Pears gage ſome 
Diverſion ; it was one Mr. Sraffrd, for whom the Maſter of Chancery, 
his Son, had procured a Commiſſion of the Peace: It was ſobn after the 
Earl of TJyrcommel came over Governor 3 and it fell to the new Juftice's: 
turn to give the ge at the Quarter-Seſſions; in Which he ſet forch, 
as Well as he could, the Happineſs of the Kingdom under the new Go- 
vernment 3 Among ſt ot her Converiencies t hat we reap" by it, ſaid the, it has 
rid us of Tories, for all thoſe are taken into the King's Armu. And the 
Truth was, many of theſe, that had been indicted, outhwed, nay, 
condemned, got Commiſſions. The famous Tories the Brannans, who: 
Had been guilty' not only of Burglary and Robber but of Murther al- 
o, Who-were' under Sentence of Death; and had eſcaped it; by breaking 
Goal, were made, amongſt the reſt; Officers: Andi the Rarbof Yyrcen- 
ziel emed to bear a peculiar favour to theſe Tories, and a ſpite to ſuch 
as had been diligent to ſuppreſs them. There was a famous Tory in 
Munter, one Power, who did abundance of Miſchief, and diſturbed the 
whole Country : Mr. Fitz. Simons, a Gentleman of the Army, had rid 
the Country of him; by which Piece of Service he deſerved very well 
but inſtead of being rewarded, he was one of the firſt Proteftant Officers 
that was caſhiered. There was another notable Tory, one Flemming, 
that was very troubleſome and miſchievous in Leinſter, ſome Troopers 
by their diligence, ſurprized him, and cut him off; it was obſerved, that 
the Earl call'd out thoſe Troopers firſt, and caſhiered them, ſome conſi- 
derable time before he turned out the reſt of the Troop 7 pena: ga 
Body interpreted to be a Mark of his Diſpleaſure for that Service. I 
have heard it obſerved; that there were at leaſt twenty noted Tories, 
Officers in one Regiment, and very few Regiments were without ſome.” 
2. There was another ſort of People had mighty favour: with them; 
I mean Converts to their Religion. A Man may, 'Feonfefs, npon juſt 
motives, or ſuch as ſeem juſt co him, change his Opinion and Religion, 
and cannot juſtly be condemiied of Diſhoneſty-for ſo doing; but he! is 
certainly a very diſhoneſt Man that diſſembles or alters his Opinſon, 
without any other viſible motive beſides Gain or Preferment. Now this 
was the Cale of many of their Officers. Several of the Children of the 
Papiſts of the Kingdom had formerly been taken up, and bred by Pro- 
teſtants, ſome in one ſtation, and ſome in another; they commonly 
were taught to read and Write, and many of them by the kindneſs of 
their Maſters were preferred; ſome became Counſellors at Law, ſomes 
| 18 Attornies, 
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Attornies, ſome Clerks ; others continued menial Servants and Foot- 
men. Upon the Change of Affairs, moſt of theſe began to deſpiſe their 
Benefactors or Maſters, and to count themſelves better than thoſe who 
had educated and taught them; and in order to get Preferments, altered 
their Religion, in which their Maſters, with much care, had inſtructed 
chem; and declared, that in their Hearts they had been all along Ro- 
man Catholicks. Above one hundred Footmen, on theſe Declarations, 
were advanced to be Captains. Whereas their living fo long in the 
profeſſion of the Proteltant Religion, if they did not believe it, was to 


all honeſt Men an Argument of ſo great Hypocriſie, that the Perſon _ 


guilty of it ( one would think) ſhould not have been truſted by any 
that valued either Truth or Honeſty ; but if this Declaration was on- 
ly feigned, as 1am apt to believe it was in many, then their Converſi- 
on was an effect of Covetouſneſs, or Ambition, and an Act of Hypo- 
crifie to be abhored by all good Men. However, to perſwade the 
World that they were real, they were very ſevere and miſchievous to 
Proteſtants in _— eſpecially to thoſe that had been kind to them, 
whilſt in an inferior condition. And it was obſervable of theſe Con- 
verts, that they immediately on their Reconcilement, made themſelves 
ſignal by ſome eminently wicked Act. Thus the Earl of Clancarty ſoon 
after his being reconciled murthered a Butcher at Mayallo, by toſſing 
him in a Blanket. Captain Naxgle after his, murthered one Kelly in 
the Street. Lieutenant Mac Gennis murthered Captain Hamilton. Sir 
Maurice Euſtace murthered (I think) two upon his Converſion. One 
Warren murthered one Wilton. Captain Waller murthered a Player, one 
Blachourn. Captain Maurice murthered a poor Piper, and was made 
High Sheriff of the Queens County. Sir Gregory Birn turned, in order 
do carry a Suit at Law againſt Captain Fitz Gerald, which he is ſup- _ 
poſed to have carried by very indirect means, as moſt that heard the 
Tryal believed, it being ſtrongly ſurmiſed by them, that he had ſub- 
borned Witneſſes, and corrupted the Sheriff to pack a Jury. Captain 
Callahan was content to introduce his Converſion, by affronting the 
Judge at Waterford, breaking open a Houle, and beating the Cryer 
of the Court to the hazard of his Life. In ſhort, their Converts, both 


Men and Women, became infamous, by very notorious Wickedneſſes. 

The Men by Murthering, Forgery, Perjury, Robbery, Swearing and 
Curſing: And the Women by Lewdnels, and proſtituting themſelves ; 
yet thoſe of both Sexes were cheriſhed and encouraged amongſt them; 
and for being Converts were in ſpecial requeſt, and next in the way to

preferment. 
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3. Laſtly, It was remarkable amongſt them all, Converts and 
others, that they were very uncharitable, and void of all compaſſion. 
They turned vaſt numbers of Proteſtants out of their Houſes, and left 
them no other way of ſubſiſting but begging ; and yet we rarely found, 
that any of them gave a Farthing to the moſt neceſſitous Proteſtant 
Beggar: They did not look on themſelves, at leaſt, did not act, as if 
they had owed Faith, Truth, Juſtice or Civility to any Proteſtant. 
They affronted, abuſed, betrayed: and impriſoned every Body that 
would not be as wicked and as irreligious as themſelves. They often 
drank Damnation and Confuſion to all Hereticks, eſpecially. to the 
Prince and Princeſs of Orange; and not content with this, if any Pro- 
teſtant chanced to be in company, they would endeavour to force it 
on him, and abuſed or impriſoned him for his refuſal. 

4. When they came to put in for Poſſeſſions of their ancient Eſtates, 
it was frequently obſerved, that ſeveral put in for the ſame Eſtate, 
and pretended to be the Sons or Deſcendents of the Proprietors ; inſo- 
. or five Affidavits, point blank contrary to one another, 
have been produced in Chancery at the ſame time; the Chancellor 
was a little at a loſs what to do, till a Proteſtant Lawyer told him 
there was a Survey taken of the Kingdom, in which twelve Men upon 
their Oaths had returned who was Proprietor of each parcel of Land 
in 1641. This he found to be a more certain Rule, than a thouſand, 
Affidavits; ſo little value had the King's Courts, and his Popiſh Chan- 
cellor for the Oaths of thoſe perſons whom King James choſe to employ; 
and cheriſh inſtead of Proteſtants. The Truth is, they were People 
that made no diſtinction between Right and Wrong, but as they ſerved: 
their Intereſt, and therefore he chofe them purpoſely to deſtroy the 
Liberties and Laws of the Kingdom in general, and the Proteſtants in 
particular: And no Body can deny but they were well choſen. for the- 
Work for which he deſigned them, and. unfit for any elle.

1. \ \ [ Hoever will be at the pains to look back on the State of Iye- 
V 42rd, before it was Conquered by the. Engliſh, will find, * 
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the Heads of Septs were abſolute over their Tenants; their Wills paſ⸗ 
. ſed for Laws, and all their Proceedings were merely arbitrary and 
deſpotick. This was the ancient Conſtitution.of Ireland, and the En- 
liſh who came over at firſt, had, by their Converſation with the 1riſh, 
earn'd much of their Manners : They made their Tenants Vaſſals and 
Slaves, as much as the '1r;iſh had been to their Chiefs; except in the 
| Engliſh Pale (which was a Scope of Ground that reached about twen- 
1 Miles from Dublin) and even in ſome Places there, the Tenures of 
the Country Farmers were exactly that which the Law of England, 
calls Villanage; the Tenant having nothing he could properly call his 
own. Whatever the Landlord had occaſion fer, he ſent to his Te- 
nants Houſe; and cauſed it to be brought to him without conſiderati- 
on or allownce ; or if he pleaſed, he went to the Tenant's Houſe with 
his Retinue, and there ſtaid as long as he thought fit, eating and 
drinking, and uſing every thing the Tenant had as his own. This 
Practice was;called Coſhering, and ſeveral Laws have been made againſt 
C | x | 
2. The old Landlords that had not forfeited their Eſtates i 1641, ſtill 
kept up this way of dealing with their Tenants, tho? ſecretly; and 
were ſo burthenſome to them by their Exactions and Coſherings, that the 
Tenants were miſerable and poor, and their Eſtates unimproved ; 
| Whereas the , Engliſh, and thoſe that had Engliſh Education, and took 
to their manner of Living, were content with their Rents from their 
Tenants ; who by that means were able to live well, grow rich, and 
improve their Farms. The native Iriſh, who happened to fall under 
a Proteſtant Landlord, would hardly ever after be perſwaded to come 
under one of his own Religion; a little Experience ſufficiently ſhew- 
ing unto him the difference between a Landlord who required no more 
than his Due, and the old petty Tyrants, that claimed not only a 
v.40 to all his Tenant's Subſtance , but likewiſe a power over his 

Lite. 
3. But many of the old Landlords loſt their Eſtates by Out-lawries 
and Attainders, for their Rebellion in the Year 1641. and for their 
murthering the Proteſtants at that time. Many of them had ſold their 
Eſtates, and ſome had mortgaged them for more than their value two 
or three times to ſeveral] Pertons ; a Practice very common in Jreland ; 
but it is obſervable, that it is the humour of thele People to count an 
Eſtate their own ſtill, tho they have ſold. it on the moſt valuable Con- 
ſiderations, or have been turned out of it by the moſt regular Procee- 
dings of Jultice ; ſo that they * every Eſtate theirs, that 1 
| e e e they 
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they or their Anceſtors had at any time in their Poſſeſſion, no matter 
how many Years ago. And by their pretended Title and'Gentility,,” 
they have ſuch an influence on the poor Tennants of their own Nati- 
on and Religion, who live on thoſe Lands, that theſe Tenants look 
on them ſtill, tho out of Poſſeſſion of their Eſtates, as a kind of Land. 
lords; maintain them after a faſhion in Idleneſs, and entertain them in 
their Cſhering Manner. Theſe Vagabonds reckoned themſelves great 
Gentlemen, and that it would be a great Diſparagement to them to be- 
take themſelves to any Calling, Trade or Way of Induſtry ; and there. 
fore either ſupported themſelves by Stealing and Torying, or Oppreſſing 
the poor Farmers, and exacting ſome kind of Maintenance, either from 
their Clans and Septs, or from thoſe that lived on the Eſtates to which: 
they pretended. Andtheſe pretended Gentlemen, together with the 
numerous Cofhering Popiſh Clergy: that lived much after the fame man- 
ner, were the two greateſt Grievances of the Kingdom, and more e- 
ſpecially hindered its Settlement and Happineſs. The Laws of En- 
$1474 were intolerable to them both, nor could they ſubſiſt under 
them. . ; | 
4. As to the Popiſh Landlords, who yet retained their Eſtates, it: 
put them our of all patience, to find that the Bodough their Tenant (fo- 
as they call the meaner ſort or PR ). ſhould have equal Juſtice a- 
ainſt them; as well as againſt his Fellow Churl, that a:Landlord ſhould 
be called to an account for killing or robbing his Tenant, or raviſhin 
his Daughter, ſeemed to them an eas Hardſhip. It was inſuffe- 
rable to Men that had been uſed to no Law, but their own Will, to 
be levelled with. the meaneſt in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice ; and eve- 
ry time they were croſſed by a Tenant that would not patiently. bear 
their Impoſitions, they curſed'in their Hearts the Laws of England, 
and called to mind the glorious Days of their Anceſtors, who, wita a 
Word of their Mouths, could hang or ruin which of their Dependents 
they pleaſed, and had in themſelves the. power of Peace and War. 
F. This Humour in the Gentry. of Feland Has from time to time 
Been their Ruin, and engaged tliem in frequent. Rebellions, being im- 
atient of the Reſtraint rhe Laws of England put on their Power, the 
Mey enjoyed their Eſtates: And they ſtill watched an opportunity to. 
reſtore themſelves ro:their petty Tyrannies, and were ready 144, 3h 
the Reſtitution of them at any rate: The other fort of Gentlemen 1 
mentioned, as they called themſelves, who were outed of their Eſtates, 
as well as of their Power by the ſame Laws, Hated them yet worſe ;, 
and, their Clergy pufted them on. with all the Arguments that ignorant 
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Zeal or Intereſt could ſuggeſt : Inſomuch that all ſober Men as well as 
Proteſtants, reckoned theſe the ſworn Enemies of the La vs and Li- 
berties. of the Kingdom:;. and were aſſured, that they would ſtick at 
no conditions to deſtroy them, their Intereſt, Inclination and Princi- 
ples, all concurring to engage them to do it. | 5 
6. Now theſe very Men were the Officers and Inſtruments King. 
James employed and truſted, above all others. He eſpouſed their In- 
tereſt from the time that he had thoughts of the Crown; they 
were his Favourites and Confidents; and to provide for them he turn- 
ed his Engliſh and Proteſtant Subjects, firſt out of the Army, then out 
of their Civil Truſts and Employments, and laſtly out of their For- 
tunes and Eſtates: He knew very well, that the Tempers and Genius 
of thoſe Men were at enmity to the Laws, and fitted for that Conſti-- 
tution of Slavery, under which. he deſigned to bring the Kingdoms. 
He found that none were more fawning to their Superiors than they, 
nor did any flatter with more Meanneſs and Servility: And according, 
to the nature of ſuch People none are more inſolent and tyrannous to. 
their Inferiors. And this was the reaſon that they were ſo dear to» 
King James, and that he preferred and truſted them rather than his 
Proteſtant and Engliſh Subjects. The Bargain between him and them 
was plainly this, reſtore us to our former Power, Eſtates and Religi- 
on, and we will ſerve you as you pleaſe, in your own way. An Ex-

- 7. Theſe People found, that the King's Legal Power could never 
reſtore them to the condition at which they aimed; that the Power 
and Station they deſired, was abſolutely contrary to the Laws in be- 
ing; and that no Legal Parliament would ever alter the Laws and 
Conſtitution of the Kingdom to gratifie them. No wonder therefore: 
if they efpouſed and promoted an abſolute and deſpotick Power in the 
King, and if he and they concurred ſo heartily. to introduce it. To 
do them Juftice, they made no Secret of-it,. but profeſſed it publickly. „ 
and on all occaſions, and accordingly practiſed it in their ſeveral Sta- 
tions. They reckoned; and called every one a Whigs and Rebel, . that 
talked of any other Law than the King's Pleaſure: They were liberal 
of their e eee on all occaſions; but they exceeded 
and became outragious againſt any one that durſt alledge, that their 
Proceedings were againſt Law: Damn your Laws, was frèquently their 
Word, it ig the King's Pleafure it ſbou!d be ſo, wer know. no reaſon mhy⁵ oe 
Ling ſuould not be as-abſolute as the King of France; and me will 1 
1 N BOT | . . 
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him ſo before we have done. Nay, ſo extravagant were many of them, 
that they would fivear with repeated Oaths, that all Proteſtants were 
Rebels, becauſe they would not be of the King's Religion. An Ex- 
preſſion, I ſuppoſe, they learned from'the French Dragoons. 

8. Some would undertake to argue the Cafe with ſuch as ſeemed 
more moderate amongſt them, and put them in mind of the poſſibility 
of the Change of the Government, and that then the Argument would 
be good againſt themſelves : But they had not patience to hear an 
ſuch thing mentioned. And they generally ſwore with the moſt blood 
Oaths and bitter Imprecations, that they would never ſubje& themſelves 
to any King that was not of their own Religion; and that they would 
loſe the laſt 'drop of their Blood, rather than part with the Sword 
and Power put into their Hands, on any conſideration whatſoever. 
Theſe were not the Diſcourſes of one or two hot headed Fellows a- 
- mongſt them, but they univerſally talked at this rate. And it was 
the common and encouraging Speech of the Earl of Tyrconnel from the 
very ng of his Government, and particularly when he took 
leave of ſeveral Privy Councellors and Officers at his going to wait on 
King James at Cheſter, Auguſt, 1687: I have put the Sword into your 
Hands. And then in his uſual Stile, prayed God to damn them all, if

This was very well 
known to King James; he was at the Council-Board when the original 
Inſtructions, ſigned by order of the Supreme Council that then managed 
the Affairs of the Roman Catholicks of Ireland, were produced — 4a 
King Charles II. and his Council in England, in the year 1662; em- 
Rae their Agents to this effect: Jud he might very well conclude 

hat they who were willing to fubmir themfelves to a Foreign Power, 
to be rid of the Laws of England, would heartily join with him to 
ic.

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fore he declared his Religion, had a deſire and reſolution to deſtroy the

5. As ſoon as the Jriſn began to diſpute his Orders, and ſtand on 
the Laws, he took it heinouſly from them; and they loſt much of 
his favour ; he ſpake hardly of them and. wiſhed at any. rate to. —

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of them: When the Houſe of Commons croſt ſome Propoſal of his 
he was very much out of humour, and declared that all Commons were 
the ſame, as he found by them; when they quarrelled with the Earl 
of Melford, his Secretary of State, he.complained that they uſed him 
baſely. and unkindly, and that he never would have come amongſt 
them if he had thought that they would not let him chooſe his own 
Servants : When they would not ſuffer him to Diſpenſe with their Act of 
Attainder,, or Pardon any. Attainted in it, with a non obſtante, he is 
faid to have fallen into ſo violent a Paſſion, that his Noſe fell a bleeding. 
He was very angry with ſome. of his Council when they demurred ar 
bis Levying twenty thouſand Pounds per Month without Act of Parlia- 
ment, and ſaid he could do N if he could not do that. From 
VWphence we ſee that he reckoned all his Power nothing except he could 
impoſe Taxes as the King of France doth; and that this lay long at 
the bottom of all his Deſigns. Nay it was commonly reported by the 
Roman Carholicks, that King James boaſted and pleaſed, himſelf migh- 
tily that he had ier Abſolute, which none of his Predeceſ- 
ſors could do; and had a more numerous Army than any of them, 
and conſequently was a more glorious King. If then his chiefeſt de- 
fign was to oppreſs our Laws and Liberties, no body can doubt but he 
had Inſtruments whoſe Genius and Temper inclined them to affiſt him, 
as long as they were like to go ſharers with him in the Purchaſe, 
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V. The Officers employed by Ring James, were moſt of them unqua- 
lied by Law, and conſequently fit Inſtruments to deftroy the Laws. 
1. NA EN may live vey comfortably in a Nation, and yet be ex- 
| M cluded from the Power or Government of it; therefore it is 
no injuſtice to exclude a certain Rank of Men that want ſuch Qualifica- 
tions as may give the Common-Wealth confidence in them, from in- 
termedling in the Government. Of this Nature we have had Laws in 
all Countries in the World, and whatever be pretended they are very 
often both juſt and neceſſary: Nor is it reaſonable that the King ſhould 
have a power to diſpenſe with ſuch; ſince wr are often made on pur- 
poſe to ſecure the Common-Wealth againſt his encroachments.

Decree; that is, he would have the Opinion of a Popiſn Prieſt, his 
Chaplain, Educated in Spain, and furniſhed with, Diſtinctions to fatisfie 
his Conſcience how far he ſhould do Juſtice © to Proteſtants; many Pa- 
piſts came and made affidavits of being in Poſſeſſion when they never 
were, and got Injunctions and Orders without any more ado to qui- 
et their Poſſeſſions. But a Proteſtant, though never ſo palpably diſturb- 
ed, could not procure any Order; but was ſent to the common-Law 
to recover his Poſſeſſion, by a-Popiſh Jury, returned by a Popiſi She 
riff, before a Popiſn judge: That is, he muſt expect Law from Judges 
and Officers that Sat and Acted in deſiance of Law. If at any time 
the Chancellor was forced to grant an Injunction or Decree, it was 
with all the difficulties and delays that could be, and often the thing 
was loft and deſtroyed before the Order came for recovering it.

only to ſilence and exaſperate us, to be thus impoſed on, but contribu- 
ted nothing to relieve us, as we found to our Colts: And the Proteſtant. 
Judges and Burgeſſes, finding that they were made Cyphers and Prb- 
perties, of themſelves declined at laſt to Act in their Stations. 
5. Next to Chancery,' is the King's- Bench, where Subjects are Tryed, 
for their Lives and Fortunes: Upon this was ſet Mr. Thomas Nug ent 
(made afterwards Baron of Riverſtomn) the Son of one who had been 
Earl of Weſtmeath, but had loſt his Honour and Eſtate for being an.

his Father and his Fellow Rebels ſhould be teverſed, and whether the. 
Settlement of Treland founded on thoſe Outlawries, fhould ſtand good. 
It was a Demonſtration to us what the King intended, when he aſſigned. 
us ſuch a Chief Juſtice; and indeed the Gentleman did not fail to anſwer 
the expectation conceived of him. He reverſed the Outlawries as faſt 
as they came before him, notwithſtanding a Statute made in point a- 


gainſt it: and in all the Cauſes that ever came before him, wherein the 


Plaintiffs and Defendants were Papiſt and Proteſtant, I could not learn 
from the moſt diligent obſerver, that ever he gave Sentence for the lat- 
ter Nay it is ſnrewdly ſuſpected that he went ſharer. in ſome conſide- 
l Cauſes, and not only appeared for them on the Bench, but alſo 
ſebrer ly incouraged and fomented them. Before him a Deed thould be 
dungen Forged or not Forged according. as it ſerved a Popiſh., Intereſt.

15. Thirdly, Tis the moſt wicked as well as hazardous thing, that 


that aſſume to themſelves this Power of Diſpenſing upon a pretended, 


not real neceſſity, in Caſes of great Moment to the Kingdom; are 
in a fair way to lay a real neceſſity on the other Party to Diſpenſe 
with their part of the Compact; that is to ſay, the King will pretend

Kings therefore that take on themſelves to Diſpenſe wi 

out the conſent, either tacit or expreſs of their People, give an ill Pre- 
cedent againſt themſelves, and muſt blame themſelves, if their People,

their places perſons not only unqualified by Law for the Employ ments 
into which he put them, bit alſo unfit and uncapable to diſcharge- 
them; which ſufficiently ſhewed, that it was Choice; not Neceſſity, 
made him employ them. But he foreſaw, that ſuch: Perſons as the

very e wag2_ 4 They had gotten under them a ſet of very 
and fevere Officers; many of which having been formerly con- 
eerned in Trade themſelves, knew all the Arts of cheating the King in 
his Duties; and were able to diſcover them, and he who was moſt: 
acute and made gteateſt Advantage for the Ring, was ſure to keep his 
Place aud to be advanced. It. was hard to find à fer} of Commiſſioners 
and Offieers that could ſerve the King in his Revenue at the Rate cheſe 
Perſons did; and therefore they were forced to be ' flow in changing 
chem; yet they did it by degrees, and with ſuch Circumſtances, us:

They forced to rake into the very Scum and Sink of the People, 
to find a few to ſet on the Bench, as I ſhewed before; Men without 
.- Freehold, without Senſe, and without Honeſty, were made Sheriffs; 
and yet they were forced to continue moſt of them two Fears, not bes 
ing able to find in ſome Counties any Roman Catholick that could pre- 
tend to be capable of ſuch an Employment. Thus in the County of 
Tyrone, Turlogh Donelly ſerved two years as Sheriff, who had not one 
Foot of Freehold; and for his Honeſty you may gueſs at it by this 
Story, which is notoriouſly true: His Son had Stolen ſome Bullocks 
from his Neighbour Mr. Hamilton of Cailidon, and brought them to his 
Father the Sheriffs Houſe :- Some of them were killed and eaten in che 
Houſe. The Owner purſued and found the Remainder, which were 
reſtored; and to Compound the Matter, a Bond of ſixteen pound was 
entred into by the Sheriff for ſuch as were eaten; and if I remember 
right, a Warrant of Attorney for Judgment. When he came to Dub- 
Ain to: paſs his Acrompts as Sheriff, he was ſued: for the Money, but to 
avoid the Suit, he liſted himſelf a Foot Soldier in the Lord Maguires 
Company, and pretended he was Enliſted in the Company tWo or 
three days before the Arreſt; which my Lord likewiſe youched, tho 
really he was not Enliſted till after the Arreſt or Execution. Upon 
Which the Attorney that took out the Action or Execution, I do not 
remember which, and the Perſon! to whom he owed the Money were 
brought into great Trouble; and forced to abſeond for violating the 
Privilege of the Army; and obliged for Peace ſake to depart from their 
Claim. We had many ſuch Sheriffs and Juſtices of the Peace; and to

4. The next thing that deſtroyed the Trade of Jreland was the ad- 
vancing perſons of mean or no Fortunes unto places of Profit. Theſe 
hack no ready Money to give the 7 7755 and yet were neceffirated 
to live high, and appear in ne Cloat s and either by force or fraud 
they got into the Shop-BOOk s and by Frey 5 pay, difabled the 
Merchants to make their uſuat Returns, and by that means broke their 
Credit, which is the Foundation of Trade. The Proteſtant Soldiers and 
Officers, in whole places tile indigent Papiſts were fubſtituted, were 
generally fo good Husbandb a8 to have ſome little thing in ſtore; and 
hence were enabled to take up at the beſt hand, and e pas 
What they had expended ; but theſe New-Comers gave their Creditors, 
Where they chanced to be truſted, only Oaths, and Curſes, and Abuſes, 
inſtead of Payment, a general ſtop of Trading immediately followed; 
eſpecially the Manufactures ſet up in the King form, which were very 
"conſiderable to its Trade, came to be neglected; and every thing upon 
Hy connells coming to the Government, was at a ſtand. Tue Clothier 
Would not lay out his Money to make Cloth, and pay Workmen, When 
it muſt either lie on his Hands, or he be obliged to truſt it to ſuch Peb- 
tors that would only return him Abufes for his Money. The Builder 
would not go on in his Building, and part with his ready Money, when 
he could have no Security of enjoying it, or receiving Rent for it, if he 
Let it. By theſe means great numbers of Tradeſmen and Laborers, all 
generally Proteſtants, were reduced to Beggary, and their Families 
ſtarved. Such fort of People as theſe, are the Men that carry on Trade, 
and enrich a place; but were now forced to leave the Kingdom, and 
ſeek elſe where for Work : Their going away ſtopped the uſual Con- 
ſumption of Commodities, and made Trade yet more dead and heavy. 
5. There was a third thing that did further diſcourage the Merchants, 
and that was the Exaction of the Cuſtom Houſes. The Officers found 


that by the decay of Trade, the King's Revenue mult fall, and that 
then they would be in hazard to loſe their places; to prevent KI 
they uſed all the Rigor and Exactions imaginable :'' They had . 
tors of their own chuſing, Which put wit Rate Goods they pleaſed ; 
and then the Merchant muſt paythe Duties accbrdingly without Reme- 
dy.

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What they ought to have been, and to the true intrinſick Worth of the 
Commodity, or what they could be ſold for; the Conſequence whereof 
was, that the Merchant paid often double or treble Duties to what he 
ought; and this was a great Diſcouragement to Trading. The Com- 

_ plaints of all People in general as well as of Merchants were great on 
the account. of Exactions of the Officers of the Revenue, Who were 
grown uꝑ to a high degree ef Enocbitance z which, with many other Abuſes 
in the Kingdom, proceeded. from the long Diſuſe of Parliaments, the 
inferior Officers being freed. from that fear for twenty four years, did 
forget that there were any , to whom they. were accountable, beſides 
their, own Maſters ; and therefore not only exacted upon and oppreſſed 
the Subjects, but likewiſe treated them with inſufferable Inſolence, 
while the Commiſſioners or Farmers ſtrained and perverted the Laws 
for their own profit, or to ingratiate themſelves with the Courtiers, on 
whoſe Fayour they, depeuded...: ne; mn | og inde ane 64.50 2 
6. There was a fourth thing that more peculiarly ruined the Prote- 

ſtant Trade, and *twas thus; the King's Revenue in Ireland was fo 
conſiderable a part of each Man's Eſtate, that moſt of the current Coin 
in the Kingdom came into the Treaſury, once in a year, either for 

_ Hearth Money, Crown Rents, or ſome other Duties. And the King 
having turned Proteſtants out of all profitable Employments, and out 
of the Army, and put in Papiſts, his Revenue was paid out again to 
them, and ought to have circulated. indifferently amongſt his Subjects, 
as it uſed to do. But ſo great was the Malice of theſe new Officers to 
Proteſtants, that they combined amongſt themſelves, to let them have 
as little of it as was poſſible; and therefore wherever they could lay it 
out with one of their own Religion, they did it. And very few Pro- 
teſtants ever received a Groat of their Money, as the Citizens of Dub- 

lin can univerſally witneſs. When they wanted Money they came to 
the Proteſtant Shops, where they abuſed and affronted and terrified 
them,, if they refu ed to truſt; calling them Dogs, Whigs, Rebels and 


Traitors, {wearing with many Oaths,. that they would be revenged on 
them. But if they had ready Money, th6 they had been formerly Cu- 
ſtomers to Proteſtants, and in their Books, they never came near them 
any more. This practice was fo univerſal amongſt them, that even 
_ the Women learn'd it; particularly the Lady Tyrconnel's Daughters:

ſor nothing, the Shopkeepers not daring to reſuſe to truſt them. By 
this means the rich eee driven away, and moſt of the con- 
ſiderable Shops ſhur up, even in the principal Streets of the City, long 
before we heard any News of the Prince of Orange · As ſoon as the 
Earl of Tyrconnel came to the Government, there was almoſt a Deſola- 
tion in the Town; and there were at leaſt fourteen or fifteen. Trades. 
that had nothing to do; the Government knew very well that this 
would be the Effect of their Proceedings, and that the Trade, Manu- 
ſactures and Improvements of the Kingdom muſt ceaſe, if they went 
on at the Rate they did; but they were ſo far from being Concernedar 
at, that they rather ſeemed well pleaſed with it. 
J. And to ruin our Trade intirely, they ſuffered and connived at the 
Tranſportation of our Wooll to France: A thing ſo fatal to England as 
well as to Ireland, that the Law has made it Felony to be puniſfied with 
Death. The new Mayor of Gallway, Mr. „ es was catched in the 
very Fact; and the Delivery of a conſiderable Cargo ſent by him into 
France, was fully proved; for which he ought to have been hanged: 
But the Lord Deputy Tyrconnel, Wr all his Oaths and pre- 
tended Diſpleaſure, when the Miſehief of it was laid before him, quickly 
me wwed this to- be only a Copy of his Countenanee; for he not only 
| 2 him a Pardon, and remitted his Forfeiture of about 10000 I. 
ut as a further Mark of his Favour, he continued him in his Mayoral- 
ry for another year. Thus the Trade of the Kingdom was ruined; and 
the Proteſtants, who with vaſt Hazard and Charge carried it on, had 
i left to their Choice whether they would ſtay here and ſtarve, or re- 
move themſetves to another Kingdom; and I believe no Body: will

8. It muſt be acknowledged, that King ꝓames did not only ruin the 
Proteſtant Trade, hut that he went a great way in deſtroying the Trade 
of the Roman Catholicks alſo. It is: well known; that the Citizens of 
Gallway are the moſt conſiderable Roman Catholick Traders in Ireland; 
many of whom. had purchaſed Eſtates under the Acts of. Settlement 
and Explanation, and muſt therefore fall ET wittt them. They 
foreſa w their own Ruin in the Repeal of thoſe Acts, and petitioned the 
Parliament, that Conſideration might be had of their Purcliaſes and 
 Einprovements; but this reafonable Requeſt was denyed them; tlioſe+ 
Acts were. repealed; and by their Repeak left the moſt conſiderable 
Roman Catholick Traders in Ireland, without Eſtates or Credit to. fol- 


dle their Trade, er to- Anſwer their Correſpondence abroad. 
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I might add here the further ſteps made by King James towards ruins 
ing the Proteſtant Trade, by his Coining Braſs Money, by his lodging 
it in Proteſtants Hands, ſeifing their Stocks and Commodities, where- 
by they were utterly diſabled ro Trade; whilſt Papiſts were not only 


ſpared, but had the Proteſtants Goods put into their Hand. But theſe 


with the other Influences the Braſs Money had to deſtroy us, will be

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VI. Ning James's deſtructive Proceedings againſt the Liberties of

1 ere is no Hoey thing more valuable to Man than Liberty: 
I Manypreferitto | 

the Darling of our Laws, and there is nothing of which they are more 
tender. But the Proteſtants of Jreland from the very beginning of 
King James Reign, had their Liberties invaded, and at laſt intirely 
deſtroyed. '*Twas obſervable, that at his coming to the Crown hs 
made no Proclamation for a general Pardon, as has been uſual with 
Kings: Neither did he paſs any Act of Grace in his firſt Parliament, 
Which gave a fair opportunity to the Papiſts of Ireland to revenge 
themſelves on their Proteſtant Neighbours. No ſooner had they gotten 


z 


Judges and juries that would believe them, but they began a Trade of 


Swearing, and ripping up what they pretended” thei? Neighbours had 
faid of His late Majeſty, whilſt Duke of Tork ſome years before, eſpe< 


cially in time of the popiſh Plot. The new Juſtices of the Peace were 


eager to exerciſe their Offices, and therefore on the lighteſt occaſion, 
bound over and committed their Proteſtant Neighbours, many times 


without any reaſon at all; at leaſt, without any given in their War- 
rants : It was time enough to invent ſome againſt the next Aﬀizes. © 


There never wanted Evidence enough to accuſe a Man ; the very Prieſts 
being forward to encourage ſuch perjuries, as were to the preju- 


dice of Proteſtants. Of this there are ſeveral Inſtances on Record in 
the Courts of Juſtice; where we find them ſometimes ſwearing Falſhoods 
themſelves, and ſometimes encouraging others ro do it. Of which the 
Courts, even in ſpite of all their partia ity, were ſatisfied. I pave ons 


Example before in Sir Milliam Petty's Cate. There is another of Mr.

2. Upon this account Perjuries became ſo common, that if a Tenant 
owed his Proteſtant Landlord: his Rent, the payed him by ſwearing him 
into a Plot, or by fixing on him ſome Treaſonable or Seditious Words. 
If a Papiſt had any former Quarrel with his Proteſtant 'Neighbour, or 
owed him Money, he paid him in the ſame Coin. Many were indicted 
by theſe Contrivances ; many found guilty, and exceſſively find; fome 
were impriſoned for their Fines, not being able to ſatisfie the King, 
who ſeiſed both their Bodies and Eſtates: Hardly any County in Jre- 
land was free from numerous Indict ments of this kind, and very few 
Country Gentlemen eſcaped being accuſed. Great numbers were indi- 
Qed and found guilty in the Counties of Wexford and Wicklow, to the 
number at leaſt of ſixty, the moſt conſiderable Gentlemen in the County 
of Meath were indicted, but had better luck ; the Perjury of their Ac- 
cuſers being made ſo manifeſt, that even a Popiſh Bench had not the 
confidence to countenance it, nor a Popiſh Jury to find it. Thus Mr. 
Meredith, Mr. Parry, Mr. Chet win a Miniſter, and ſeveral others, eſca- 
_ ped; having diſcovered the very bottom of a wicked Contzivance to 
carry on a Trade of Swearing againſt all the Gentlemen in the Coun- 
try ; but though they diſcovered it, yet they durſt not proſecute it, 
by reaſon of ſome Prieſts being concerned in it, and of the Diſcounte- 
nance of the Courts; a great many in the Romy of Tipperary, were 
likewiſe brought into Trouble, but eſcaped the firſt time by a kind of 
Miracle; one of the Jurors was ſo maliciouſly bent againſt, them, that 
he ſwore he would die before he would acquit them: It happened: to 
him according to%his own deſire, he fell dead. in the place, whilſt they 
were diſputing about returning the Verdict, which ſaved the Gentlemen 
for that time. Vet this did not diſcourage their Proſecutors, they cau- 
ſed them to be indicted ane w, and upon their ſecond; Tryal Juſtin Ma- 
carty (afterwards made Lord Mount caſbel by King. James) came into 
the Court, threatened and hectored Sir Jobn Mead, who then fate as 
| Judge for the Duke of Ormond (it being within his Graces palatinate) 
caufe he would not direct the Jury to find them guilty ; but Sir John 
ſtood his Ground, and declared, that there was no ſufficient Evidence 
againſt them; upon which they were acquitted. It vexed them, that 
they could not bring their popiſn Judges and Sheriffs into that County, 
as they did into the reſt of Ireland, by reaſon that the nomination of 
them was in his Grace, as Lord of the Regalities; and therefore in. 
tbeir pretended Parliament they not only Attainted him, but likewiſe, 
by a particular Act, diſblved his Principality. The firſt Plot * | 
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the Gentlemen of the County having miſtarried, they began a ſecond; 

and got Depoſitions againſt ſeveral; but they were as unlucky in this 

as in the firſt. They laid the Scheme of their Affairs ſo unskilfully, 

that the Witneſſes ſwore that the Gentlemen met to carry on their Plot 

at Nenagh, a place above ſixty Miles from Dublin, on the fame day 

that ſome of « 06 had, been examined before the Council Board on the 

firſt Informations. This appearing to the Council by an entry made 
in their own, Books, quaſhed the Deſign againſt them, and ſaved them

3. The new. Mayors and Juſtices of the Peace were no leſs trouble- 
ſome to Proteſtants. in their Employ ments; they made no ſcruple to- 
ſend their Tokens and Warrants for Perſons of the beſt Quality. And 
wherever à Papiſt and Proteſtant , had any difference, there needed no 
more but a complaint ts procure a Committal, and to be fure it was: 
done with all the indignity and. affronting / Circumſtances imaginable. 
Sir Thomas Hackett, whilſt Lord Mayor of Dublin, did ſo many brutiſh 
and barbarous things of this nature, that. it were endleſs to- recount 
them; taking example from the Lord Jyrconnel, who made him 
Mayor, he treated every body with Oaths, Curſes, ill Names, and 
barbarous Language. The Lord Primate Boyles Family could not e- 
ſcape his Warrants; he (or his Clerk, as he afterwards pretended) 
ſent one for Mr. Francis Cuff, and Mr. Jephſon, who lived in my Lords 
Family, being his Son in Law and Nephew : Their Crime was, refo- 
ſing to Contribute to the maintainance of two begging Fryars; one of 
them was one Magee, a Debauchee and Renegado, who had the im- 
pudence to have demanded it from my Lord Frimate if he had been 
permitted acceſs. The Fryars vexed that they ſhould: be repulſed, 
procured a Warrant for the two Gentlemen thay gpfuled them, and at- 
tempted the Execution of it in my Lord Primates Houſe, with a Rabble 
of near two Hundred. Sir Thomas was not content to Execute his Au- 


thority within his own Precincts, but extended it where the Mayors 
Power was never. owned. He ſent his Warrant and Committed the

The Proteſtants were e- 
very where Robbed and Plundered. The new Commiffioned Officers and 
their Soldiers, under the new name of Rapperies, committed man 
Outrages and Devaſtations on their Proteſtant Neighbours; infomuch 
that they could not be ſafe in their Houſes. If any endeavoured to 
keep their Houſes, though merely to ſecure themſelves from the Rob- 
bers and Tories, immediately they were Beſieged; and though th 
Surrendred themſelves as ſoon as Summoned, having no deſign co refi 
Authority, and put themſelves into the Hands of King James's Officers, 
upon promiſe of Freedom, nay on Articles, yet afterward they were 
imprifoned and proſecuted, as Mr. Price of Wicklow. Some of them 
Condemned and Executed; which happened to Mr. Maxwel'/and one 
Lewis, in the Queens County. They thought it not fafe to Execute 
ſome till the War was over, and therefore only kept them in Priſon. 
So Sir Laurence Parſons, and many others were ſerved. | © mY

| F. At laſt it came to a general Serzure, and almoſt all the Proteſtant 
|

Gentlemen, without Reaſon or pretence of Reaſon, without ſo much as 
a Warrant, or Form of Law, were put in Goals under the cuſtody of 
mean and barbarous Guards. Whoſe very Captains had had no better 
Education than that of Footmen or Cowherds; who exerciſed what un- 
derſtanding they had, to invent new methods of vexing their Priſoners. 
This general Confinement continued with moſt, from the middle of Sum- 
mer 1689, till Winter; and with ſome, till his Majeſties Victory at 
The Boyne ſet them all at Liberty - During all which time, no Reaſon 
or Ground of their Committal was given; nor were Habeas Corpwe's al- 
lowed them, though earneſtly follicited. One indeed was allowed to 
Mr. Thomas King, a Miniſter, which being the only one that took place, 
it may be 1 5 to give the Reader an account of the Caſe. The 
Reuaſon of his Commirctal was really a Quarrel picked defignedly with

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Prince of Orange; which he modeſtly declining, and alledging that it 
was: unfit for a Chriſtian, much more for a Clergy- man, to drink Dam- 
nation to any: The Officer hurried him away to Newgate by his own 
Authority, and after „ dpi till the Term, his Habeas Corpus was 
allowed him. Upon the Return made by the Goalor, the Court was fo 
vexedd at it, that they fined the Goalor for making ſuch a Return, but 
in earneſt e ee for that was the contrivance they had 
to keep People in Goal : And after all he was ſtill kept a Priſoner not- 
withſtanding his Habeas Corps, till moſt were bailed ; and then upon 
Bail of five thouſand pound he was permitted to go out: Under which. 
Bail he continued as all the reſt did, under the like Sums, till the ge- 
neral Deliverance. Aſter his, no more HFrabeas Cirpus's were allowed: 
Moſt of the Priſoners towards tlie depth of Winter were indeed bailed, 
and continued ſo from Term to Term, till the news of his preſent 
Majeſties arrival; and then all were confined anew, notwithſtanding: 
their Bail, with ſome that had not been confined before. At the hour 
when the laſt of King James Forces were leaving Dublin, they were 
ordered to carry away four hundred Priſoners along with them; bur 
the Officers were too much afraid of x Purſuit, and too buſy in carry- 
ing off their on Baggage, to embarraſs themſelves with Priſoners; 
and therefore for a little Gold diſmiſſed them. How the Proteſtants: 
of Drogheda, who were all made Prifoners, were uſed, whilſt the Town 
was furrounded, is not to be forgotten. They carried them to the 
Mount here they expected the Cannon would play, tyed them roge- 
ther and ſet them to receive the Shot, if the Town heb Attacked: 
But their Hearts failed them who were to Defend it, and fo it Pleaſed 
God to preſerve the poor Proteſtants, they being delivered, together: 
with the Town, to his Majeſty, upon Summons and Articles. The 
Proteſtants of Cork, and other Towns, were yet worſe uſed; they 
were carried from their own Homes to ſome remote Caſtles, and there 
kept without Convenieneies till many of them periſſied.

6. During their Cohfinement, the Priſoners were kept very ſtrictly, 
their Servants, Children, and Wives, were often debarred from eng, 
them; or when admitted, not. ſuffered” to ſpeak to them, but in 
preſener of the Soldiers. In Dublin, when they had filled the Goals, 
the- Hoſpitals, the College, and other: Places of Colinement, they 
at laſt᷑ Impriſoned the Citrzens in Churches:. They Wers crow ded into- 
ſtinking,” naſty, unhealthy Rooms, ſometimes 'rwenty, fometimes forty

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in a Room. At the College, and at a Houſe called White Fryars, 
Where there were many Priſoners, they put Barrels of Powder under 
5 them, threatning to blow them up if they ſhould be preſt, and not 
able to keep the Places. Colonel Luttrel, Governor of Dublin, denied 
indeed that this was done by his Order ; but yet when he was inform- 
ed of it by Sir John Davis, then a Priſoner and Witneſs of it, he com- 
mended the Diſcretion of the Officer that did it. This Confinement 
did not only fall on Gentlemen, but alſo on the Clergy, nay on the mean- 
eſt Citizens. Whoever pleaſed, had a Power to Commit Proteſtants ; 
| and if at any time they asked by what Authority they were commit- 
| | ted, thoſe that committed them, made no other Anſwer* than that 
| they committed them, let them get out as they could. Some few Gentle-

Gentlemen of the beſt Quality in the Kingdom: And ſo - haſty was his 
Lordſhip in it, that he did it before he knew ſome of their Names;

W A Bill was prepared againſt them, and offered to the Grand jury; 
but Teak was unwittingly clapt up, by. one of themſelves, fora former

7. It may be thought that theſe things were unknown to King Fames, 
and therefore are not to be imputed to him: But it is eee if he 
did not Contrive and Order them, he yet conſented to them; neither 
did he ſeem to have the leaſt reſentment; or pity- for their Sufferings ;

3000, of whicty, near 4000 were ſent over to him into Englund; there 
remam'd then about 4000 behind; ſcattered! up and down the King 
dom 5 which were but a handful to-the Proteſtants, thiere being Men and 
Arms enougł in Dublin alone, to have dealt with them: When there» 
fore the News came, that King James had ſent Commiſſioners to treat 
with the Prince of Orange, it was propos'd by ſome to ſeixe the Caſtle 
of Dublin, where the Stores of Arms and Ammunition. lay; the 5 
Bility of this was demonſtrated, and the Succeſs extreamly.: probable; 
mſomuch that the perſons who offer'd to undertake it, made no doubt 
of effecting it; they conſidered that the Papiſts, Beſides the 4000 of 
the Army, were generally without Arms; that thoſe who were in. 
Arms, were raw and eowardly;. and might eaſily be ſuppreſt; that to 
do it effectually, there needed no more but to ſeize the Deputy Jyrcon- 
nel; who had not then above 600 Men in the City to guard him; and 
ſecure it; that their hearts were generally ſunk, and they openly. de- 
dclar'd themſebves 0 be defirous to lay down their Arms; propofing to 
themſelves no other Conditions, but to return to the ſtation in which 
they were when K. J. came to the Crown. This was fo univerſally 
talk'd of by themſelves, that if any one could have aſſured them 
of thele Terms, there was no- doubt but they would readily have com-

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ply'd, and have left the Lord Tyrconnel to ſhift for himſelf; nay, it is 
robable, the wiſer ſort amongſt them would 5

The truth is, it was an unanimous reſolution of all the Proteſtants 
of the Kirigdom, that they would not be the Aggreſſors; and they held 
ſteadily to their reſolution.

1688, ſent to the Lord Mount Alexander, whether true 
br counterfeit 1 cannot derermine, intimating a deſign 
to Deſtroy the ' Proteſtants on Sunday the Ninth of the ſame Month, 
which Letter was fpread over the whole Kingdom. The People ol 
Derry had beſide this, ſeveral Letters and Intimations of Miſchief de- 
ſigned againſt them, and againſt the Proteſtants of Ireland. And though 
_ thardirected to the Lord Mount Alexander, may not ſeem of great weight, 
5 whoever confiders the circumſtances of the Proteſtants of Ireland, at 
that time, will acknowldpe that it was not to be deſpiſed.

"the Lord Deputy met with; it was à meer accident, and proceeded 
from his own Ignorance or Negligence, who had left that Garrifon,.. th 
only one of any conſiderable ſtrength in Vier, Where moſt Proteſtan t 
lived, without one Soldier to Guard it; and, then ſent ſuch 4 pack of 
Ruffians to take Poſſeſſion of it, many of whole Captains and Officers 


were well known to the Citizens, having lait fong in their 25 me 
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Thefts and Robberies.. When therefore ſuch a Body of Men came to 
emand entrance at the very time that they expected a Maſſacre; what 
could they imagine but that theſe Men caine; to execute it; and who 
could blame them for ſhutting, their Gates ? They were well affured 
that theſe were Men-fit for ſuch an Execution, and that they were rea- 
on command to do it; and perhaps would not ſtay for an Order. 
The Lord Deputy bechought 1 — his Error, but could 
hever retrieve it; thoughrby: means of the Lord Mount joy he did all in 
It that was poſſible, having brought the City to accept of a Pardon, 
and receive a Garriſon of Soldiers; but then it was ſuch a Garriſon as 
they were able to. Maſter, and no more by the Articles were to be ad- 
mitted into it before the enſuing. Aare. 
J., We ought to remember: the. reaſon of Building Londonderry, and 
tis plain from its Charter granted by King James the Firſt, that it was 
Founded to · be a Shelter and Refuge for Proteſtants againſt the Infur- 
rections and Mafſacres of the Natives, who were known always to de- 
ſign and be ready to execute their Malice om their Conquerors: To 
« 1 705 therefore in awe, and ſecure the Plantation, was. the Deſign 
of Building the City it was upon this condition, and by theſe Covs- 
nants the Proprietors of. the City: held their Eſtates; and the Iinhabi- 
tants had been falle to the very deſign and end of their Foundation, if 
the pins given up. the City with the keeping of which they were in-

By:this Sentence grounded on a fooliſli-nicery objected to the Plen; rhe: 
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whole. Engliſ Intereſt and Plantations in that County were ruined; and 
the whole Deſigns of them deſtroyed and perverted; and therefore it 
was not to be wondered if they took the firſt opportunity to ſave them - 
ſelves from imminent Deſtruction. They concluded that a Govern- 
ment, ho on a nicety could take away their Charter, their Privileges 
their Eſtates, and ee eee e might as 
eaſily and unavoidably find another nicety tatake away what remaine 2 
together with their Lives; and thereforè they cannot be much blamed, 
if they had been under no other Temptation but this, that they were 
willing to withdraw themſelves from a Government whom they durſt 
not truſt, and which took all advantages againſt them to deſtroy them.

cumſtances with thoſe of Derry, having about the fame” time 'refu= 
fed to Quarter two Companies ſent tè them by the Lord Deputy. 
They were not ſo'muckr as ſummoned by him, nor army enter into 
any Act of Hoſtility ar Aſſbciation or Offend any till afſaglti 
ing contentitd ſtand on cheir Guard againſt Iuch as they knew / tobe Mor- 
tal Enemies to the Engliſſi intereſt; to ſubdue whom, they were plan- 
ted in that wild and faſt Country. But as ſoon as the News of King 
FJames's Deſertingꝭ the Government came into Treland, all Proteſtants 
look d on themſefves as obliged to take Care of their o Preſervation 3 
and finding that continua Robberies and Plundetings- were tominitted. 
by ſuch as the- Lord Deputy againſt the Laws of the Kingdom and the 
Intereſt-of the Nation hadlintruſted with Arms and Employmenks, and 
that no care was taken by him to prevent theſe Miſchiefs, (but on the 
. -contfary the Robbers were ſeeretly cheriſhed and n Gen- 
tlemen in the North to prevent their own Ruin; and the Ruin of all 
the Frote ſtants of Heland which 'they/ ſaw” unavoidable; entred 
into Aſſociations to defend: themſelves' from thefe Robbers ; their Af 
ociations did really reach no farther than this ; nor did they at- 
tempt any thing upon the Armed Robbers, except in their own Defence, 
when invaded and aſſaulted by them: Inſomuch that I could never hear 
of one Act of Hoſtility committed herein they were not on the De- 
fenſive. Their Crime then if e only this; they were not wil“ 
ling to ſuffer themſelves to be robbꝰd and plundered as their Neighbours 
were, without oppoſition, but diſarm'd fome of thoſe Who under co- 
lour of being King James's Soldiers, deſtroyed the Country: This was 
all the reaſon the Lord Deputy and Council had to call them 2 
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and to charge them in their Proclamation dated March the 7th, 1888, 
with actual Rebellion, and with Killing and Murthering ſeveral of his Ma- 
jeſties Subjects, and with Pillaging and Plundering the Country; where- 
as it was notorious they never killed any whom they did not find actu- 
ally Robbing, to kill whom, the Laws of the Kingdom not only in- 
demnified them, but likewiſe aſſigned them a Reward 3 and for Plun- 
dering, it is no leſs notorious that they preſerved the whole Country 
within their Aſſociations from being Pillaged, when all the reſt of Jre- 
land was deſtroyed : And their great care of themſelves and their Coun- 
try was the Crime which truly provoked the Lord Deputy, and made 


him except from Pardon Twelve of the principal Eſtated Men in the 


North, when he ſent down Lieutenant General Hamilton, with an Ar- 
my which he tells us in the ſame Proclamation would ine vitably occaſion 
the tot al ruin and deſtruftion of the N ort. 
ao. And leſt there ſhould be any Terms propoſed or accepted by the 

People in the North, and ſo that Country eſcape being Plundered and 
Undone, he made all the haſte he could to involve the Kingdom in 
Blood: King James was every day expected from France, and landed 
at Kinſale, March the 12th, but no Perſwaſions would prevail with 
the Lord Deputy to defer ſending the Army to the North, till the King 


came, though he had good affurance given him by - ſeveral who knew - 


their Minds and Tempers, that in all probability if King Fumes himſelf 

ared amongſt them and offered them Terms, they would have con 
plyed with him, at leaſt ſo far as to ſubmit quietly to his Government: 
But it was the Lord Deputy's deſign to deſtroy the Proteſtants there as 
well as in the reſt of the Kingdom; and therefore he haſted to make the 
Parties irreconcilable, by engaging them in Blood, and by letting looſe 
the Army to Spoil and Plunder. The War therefore was entirely im- 
putable to him, and the Proteſtants were forced into it, having no o-

moſt of the chief Officers, Gentlemen and Perſons: of Note, Con 
or Intereſt in the North, had Deſerted. their new rais'd Troops 
aut Figltting-; the Succours deſigned for them ffom England came at 
the very time when the Town was ready to be inveſted; and the Of- 
ſicers that came with thoſe Succours, as well as their own Officers, 
were of opinion that the Place was not to be Deſended ; that they had 
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therefore privately took a Reſolution to return for England, and car- 
Tied along with them moſt of the Gentlemen and Leaders of the Town, 
without leaving any Governor or Inſtructions for the People what they 


were to do, and without offering to make any Conditions for them; 
but neither this, nor their extreme want of Proviſion, to which they 
were at laſt reduced, nor the Conſideration of their Friends whom

The ſame may be ſaid of the People of Ennickillin, who lived in a 
wild Countr and untenable place, ſurrounded with Enemies on eve- 
ry ſide, and removed from almoſt all poſſibility of Succour, being in 
the Heart of ireland; yet they choſe to run all Hazards and Extremi- 
ties, rather than truſt their Faithleſs Enemies, or contribute to the ruin 
of the Proteſtant Intereſt by yielding. Aſter almoſt all their Gentry of

The firſt News- 
we heard from France, was that the Lord Mount joy was put into the. 
Buſtsle; Which'firther enaſperated the Proteſtants: againſt, King James, 
and made them ock oti him as a Violater of Publik. Faith . bo Sub-

jects. As for this Lord Deputy, this clearly ruined his Credit (if ever 


he had any) amongſt them, and they could never after be brought. 
to give the leaſt belief to What he ſaid; on the contrary... they: look d 
en it as a ſure ſign that a thing: was falſe if he earneſtly, affir mid it. 
72 Is. But it was not yet in his power to maſter them ; he had not- 
fuſficiently Trained and Exerciſed his Men z but as ſoon, as he found 
that nothin was to be feared from England before the End of Summer, 
and that he was aſſured King James would be with him ſoon, he laid 
aſide his Vigour, and fell upon diſarming them: It was no difficult 
matter to do this, for in the very beginning of King Jauss 's Reign, the 
Proteſtant Militia had been diſſolved, and though they had bought their 
own Arms, yet they were required to bring them into the Stores, and 
they punctually obeyed the Order: Such of the Proteſtant Army. as 
remained in the Kingdom after their Caſhiering, were.likewiſe without 
Arms, being as 1 ſhewed- before; both diſarmed and ſtrip'd upon their 
being turned out. It was therefore a wonder that the Proteſtants had 
any Arms at all, eſpecially when it; is to be remembred, that during 
King James's Reign, they durſt not be ſeen to buy, or. import them, 
being under the jealouſy: and ſuſpicion of the Gevernment: However 
ſome they had, enough to make the Papiſts afraid, and to Beat them 
too, if they had had a little Aſſiſtance and Encouragement of Autho- 
rity to attempt it. The Lord Deputy was therefore reſolved to have 
their Arms, and in Order to get them, he drew. Nine or Ten Regi- 
ments to Dublin, and a proportional Party to every Place where her 
number of Proteſtants was: conſiderable; and without the leaſt No- 
tice- or Declaration premiſed, on the 24th of February, 1688, he took 
away their Arms and Horſes, throughout the whole Kingdom, except 
in the North, where he durſt not yet attempt it. The method of do- 
ing it in Dublin was this); he filled all the Streets and Lanes with Foot 
and Horſe; and then for fo much of the City as lies within the Walls, 
he ſent" the City Officers to ſignify to every Houſe, that if they did: 
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not ſend in every Sword and Ry well as Fire-Arms in their 
poſſeſſion into the Churches, (which were generally ſeized for his uſe 
and filled with Soldiers) they: ſhould be leſt to the Mergy and Dilcre- 
tion of the Soldiers, both as to their Lives aud Gods: This Was, per- 
fect Dragooning to the Proteſtants; nor is it eaſie to expreſs what a 
Conſternation it cauſed amongſt them; the | as. den at. firſt l 
like a Deſign to put in execution (what they long feared) a general Maſ- 
ſacre, and which had never been out of their Minds finge the Lord 
Mort Alexander's Letter was diſperied. While they had their. Arms 
in their Hands, it gave them ſome Heart, reſolving to ſell FAIT Lives 
dear; but when tfiey ſaw theſe now taken from them, this ſupport 
failed, and they had no proſpect of Defence, but generally imagined 
that their Arms were taken away in order to the more eaſie execu- 
tion of the deſigned Maſſacre. They knew themſelves to be.the only 
Perſons qualified by Law to keep or carry Arms 3 they knew the mali- 
cious Deſigns of che Triſh againſt them; they conſidered how neceſſary 
their Arms were at this time, not only to ene their Goods, which 
were every day robb'd; and their Houſes that were every night broken 
open, but likewiſe to ſecure their Perſons, that were daily aſſaulted; 
and yet to avoid this terrible Dragooning they were forced to part 
with them, and immediately delivered in near 3000 Fire Arms, beſides 
Swords, Bayonets and Pikes in Dublin only. At tlie ſame time ſome 
Hundreds of Horſes were likewiſe taken, without any other reaſon 
than that they belong'd to Proteſtants. Without the Walls it was 
much worſe than in the City; the Inhabitants there were not ſo much 
as required to bring in their Arms, but generally the Soldiers came 
and ſearched for them, on pretence of which, Five or Six Parties af- 
ter one another, without method or order, rifled the Houſes : In ma- 
ny Places they pull'd up the Boards of the Floors, brake down the 
Wainſcots, Stealing and Plundering whatever they could lay their 
Hands on, and ſometimes torturing the poor People to make them

16. The next day after this diſorderly Dragooning, came out a Pro- 
clamation dated February 25; 1688, fi . that this diſarming and 
taking away Horſes, was done by order of the Government, through- 
out af Ireland, there being only a Verbal Order for it before, of which 
the Proteſtants knew nothing, and which the Proclamation contradi- 
Qed ; for wearing Swords were excepted in it, whereas the Verbal 
Order is faid to have mentioned them, and' they were delivered with 
great exactneſs before the Proclamation came out; for no body could 
4 to conceal them, it being known that every Gentleman had a

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wining wank. yes none were delivered to them though demanded 5 _ 
and a ſecond Proclamation Publiſhed by King James himſelſ, dated u- 
#20, 1689,, did expresſiy forbid all Proteſtants to wear or keep any 
words, under the: penalty of being counted Rebels and Traitors, and 
uſed as ſuch; and leſt ſome ſhould wear them and not be diſcovered, 
they beſet all the Church Doors on Sunday Morning, February the 23d, 
1689; whilſt the Proteſtants were at their Devotion, to their great ter- 
ror, bein —_ of the Defigtz and the Soldiers ſearched every one 
whether he had a Sword or no . 1 5 
319. But to return to the general diſarming, though the Proteſtants 
loſt in it their Horſes and Arms, the Kings Stores gained little by them; 
ſor the Soldiers who received the Arms, imbezel'd all that were better 
than ordinary amongſt them, conveving them away privately, and 
converting them to their own uſe. The Arms of the Citizens were 
; 4 arr Aprri anche Gentlemens Swords were Silver, and the Sol- 
liers that got them were Wiſer than to return ſuch to the Stores. The 
Lord Deputy ſeemed angry that ſo few Arms were returned, itaputed- 
it to the Citizens as an Scr of: their Obſtinacy; and an Order was 
ready drawn for him to Sign, wherein it was declared, that all Prote- 
ſtants with whom any Arms were found; ſhould be given up to the- 
Mercy of the Soldiers; ſo that there needed only ſome ill Fellows to 
come into a Houſe and drop a Bayonet or Sword in a Corner, and 
mag to find it there, for the Soldiers to have rifled whom they plea- 
:d; beſides which; all Proteſtants were to be required upon Oath to 
diſcover their Arms. This Order had been ſigned and put into Exe 
eution, if the Biſhop of Meath had not come in ſeaſonably to the Lord 
Deputy, and hy diſcourſing him calmly, prevailed to have it laid aſide: 
The Reaſons and Propofals that he made uſe of to divert this inconve- 
nnniency from the City, may be ſeen in the Appendix; 
See Appendix, by them he got leave to enquire into the number of 
No 15. Arms taken away; and found upon examination, that 
mamaore had been taken from one Pariſh; than had been re- 
turned into the Store from the whole City.

that of 10000 Horſes at leaſt that Were taken from the Proteſtants! at 
khat time, the King received not 100% nor had he one Troop raiſed our 
of them, but whoever could get a Horſe, whether he were Officer or - 
Soldier, from a Proteſtant, went away with it, and converted it to his 
private uſe; of which the Lord Deputy complains in a Proclamation, 
dated March the 1ſt, 16883 but this Proclamationithough dated 'theirft 
of March, was not Publiſhed till the! 12eþ'; the reaſon of the delayzwwas 
this, the Proclamation ordered Horſes: thar 'wereinot fit for Service to 
be reſtored, and if it had come'0utiaceotding to the Date thereof, many 
Proteſtants that knew in whoſe Hands their Horſes were, would have 
.claimed them : To defeat themi therefore, ſome that had' Intereſt with 
the Deputy, got the [Proclamation delayed, till thoſe:that'took;them 
might have time to ny them far enough from being found. And 
this was their uſual Method, they firſt did che Mifchief they intended 
to the Proteſtants, and then they Publiſhed fome antedated Proclamati- 
on, forbidding it to be done; and ſometimes when a Proclamation came 
out, before they had gone through with what they intended, they de- 
nyed to be Wan en it, alledging it came out ſurreptitiouſſy; as it 
happened in this very Caſe of Searching for Arm. 
19. Now Arms are the Hedges that ſecure and preſerve our 
Goods and Lives, eſpecially in a Conquered Country, ſuch as Ireland 
is; and it was but reaſon that the Law did allow none but Proteſtants 
to have them; though they never hindred any Man from arming him- 
felf ſo far as was neceſſary for his own Defence: When-therefore:they 
{aw the keeping of Arms was made penal to them in the higheſt de- 
gree, (King Fames's Proclamation having made it Treaſon and Rebel 
lion, as I ſhewed before,) and ſome would needs perſwade them it was 
really ſo, to which opinion the Lord Chief Juſtice--inclined,, when he 
ave charge to the Jury concerning one Wolf, who was- indicted. for 
| | ſvg ſome Arms; and fined for it as a Miſdemeanor,) When 1 ſay, 
they ſaw that which the Law required them to do, made ſo highl 
criminal, (for the Law fequires every Freeman of Dublin 1 _ 
„ | | | | . Arms, 
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and thoſe Arms put into the Hands of Tories and Ruffians, who had 
already robb'd them of a great part of their Subſtance, had they not 
reaſon to believe that they were dilarm'd purpoſelyMhat they. might 
be the more eaſily Robb'd or Maſſacred? And that it was as eaſie for 
a Government, that in one day diſarmed them through the whole 
Kingdom, againſt Reaſon, Law and Juſtice, to find a pretence at ano- 
ther time to take away their Lives? They could neither doubt their . 
inclinations, nor queſtion their ability to do it. If one ſhould tye a 
Man's Hands, and turn him naked amongſt Wild Beaſts, all the World 
Would believe he deſigned they ſhould devour him; and ſure we had 
reaſon to ſuppoſe the ſame of our Governours ; and they that treated 
us thus without provocation, and apainſt the, Laws, could not expect 
that we ſhould be unwilling to change our Maſters if a fair opportuni- 
ty offered. By the Law we have as much property in our Arms and 
Lorſes that we buy with our Money, and in a conquered Country ſuch. 
as Ireland is, where every Forty Years. we conſtantly-have had a Re- 
bellion, they are as neceſſary for us as our Cloaths or Eſtates, which 
indeed can ſignify nothing without them. And the King might as juſt- 
ly pretend that he had occaſion for them, and take them from us with- 
out conſideration, as our Horſes and Arms: the oppreſſion to us in our 


circumſtances was really equal. . ee | „„ 
20. It may perhaps be imagined by thoſe who are Strangers to our 
Affairs, that we had abuſed our Arms to oppreſs and wrong our Neigh- 
bours, or to 6ppoſe the King, and there fore deſerv'd to loſe them; 
but it is obſervable, that it doth not appear that any one Proteſtant in 
Ireland before this diſarming, had uſed his Arms to injure any R. C. 
nor did they hurt any that was not either actually robbing them of their 
Goods, or aſſaulting their Perſons, no not in the North, Where they 
refuſed to give up their Arms; they kept even there on the defenſive, 
and offended no Man but when firſt Aſſaulted: So that there was. not 
the leaſt reaſon or colour to diſarm us, except that we might be Plun- 
dered and Robb'd, without being able to make reſiſtance. Our crime 

for which we loſt our Arms, for which we were expoſed naked to our 
Enemies, and for which the beſt Gentlemen in the Kingdom were o- 
bliged to walk without a Sword, was becauſe they ſuſpected that we 
would not otherwiſe tamely part with our Goods, or ſuffer our ſelves 
to be abuſed and affronted in the Streets by every Ruffian, which was 
the condition of the beſt amongſt us. i 
21. Tis true King James could not carry on a War for the adyance- 
ment of Popery, without our Goods, We he could not be ſecure of 
them whilſt we had Arms; but I hope all the World is convinced, i 
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it was not our Counſels nor Actings that brought him to theſe Straits; 

nor was it to be expected that we ſhould be content to be undone, 

to repair the etrors and faults of thoſe Wicked Counſellors, ho put 
kim on thoſe deſperate courſes which Toft him His Crown. All our

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1. HRE kart of Tyrcomel when made Deputy of Felund, found 
1 the Riches of the Kingdom in the Hands of Proteſtants; the 
Flecks, the Herds, the rich Houſhold-Stuff and Plate, Beneficial Lea- 


fes, improved Rents, Trade and Money were almoſt intirely theirs; 


whereas the Papiſts by their Idleneſs, Ignorance, and numerous Beg. 
ging Clergy, were fo low intheir Fortunes, that they were in no con-. 
dition to raiſe or maintain ſuch an Army,” as was neceſſary to carry: on 
kis Deſigns in this Kingdom; and he was ſure the Proteſtants that had 

he Riches, would not contribute to ſupport them : He therefore ap- 
_ plied himſelf with all Art and Induſtry: to impoveriſh, them. ' He did 
What he could, as have already ſhew'd, to deſtroy their Trade; he 
put all the hardſhips imaginable on Proteſtant Tenants, that they 
might not be able to pay their Rents, and he encouraged: the Popiſſi 
Tenants to oppoſe their Landlords: It was whiſpered: amongſt them, 
that they need not pay their Rents, for the Land in a littte time would: 
be their own; they were taught to anſwer when their Rents were de- 
manded, that they had ſpent what they deſigned for their Landlords, 
to fit themſelves or their Son's for the King's Service; and he was ſure 
to be repreſented as diſaffected, that did not fir down with this Anſwer. 
If any Landlord was ſo hardy as to: Sue them, they either got them- 
ſelves inliſted in the Army, or got a particular e Rainy Ar- 
zeſts. If any diſtrained, they let their Cattle be taken to the Pound, 
and then by Night they either ſtole or forced them from thence; and 
when they had thus ſecretly. recovered. and conveyed them W 4 
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brought Actions againſt the Landlord that diſtrained, as if he had im- 
" bezelled them; in which caſe they were ſure to meet with favour and 
countenance in the Courts. Sometimes they avoided paying Rents, by 
Swearing their Proteſtant Landlords into a Plot, or by affixing Trea- 
ſonable Words on them; inſomuch that hardly any Proteſtant durſt 
diſtrain, or even demand his Rent: And for Two Years before the Re- 
volution in England, very few received any profit out of their Eſtates. 
This ſtop of Receipts for ſo long time, obliged Gentlemen to live up- 
on the main Stock, and for want of their growing Rents, which ſhould 
have anſwered their Expences, they: were as low as poſſible in ready 
Money, when the late Troubles fell upon them; and this made many 
of them on their Flight to England, need mane? mf their Subſiſtence. 
2. This hardſhip was the more heavy upon them, by the neceſſity 
they lay under of leaving their Farms and ſettled manner of Living in 
the Country, and of either repairing to Dublin, or removing into En- 
gland, where nothing could be uſeful to them but ready Money; yet 
this was unavoidable, for there was no living for them amongſt a 
People that made no Conſcience to pilfer or rob them of their Goods, 


or to lay Snares for their Lives by falſe Oaths and ſuborned Evidence: 


Neither did their repairing to Cities and Towns protect them, but 
the ſame Perſons that drove them from their Country Houſes by their 
Robberies and Oppreſſions, did afterwards indi and im- = 

priſon them for leaving them, of which I have given an Appendix, 
Example in the Appendix.

3. Add to this in the Third Place, that though: of a good while the 
3 Proteſtants got nothing out of their Eſtates, yet they were put to 
vaſt Charges to defend them; for the Papiſts having gotten Judges, 
Juries and Sheriffs of their own, brought in their Counterfeit Deeds 
and falſe Claims in great numbers, and either in forma Phupertimy or 
by the favour of the Courts, carried on their Suits with little Expen- 
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ees; and when worſted in them, as ſometimes in ſpite of the moſt ma- 
nifeſt Partiality, they were, there was nothing to be recovered: of 
them; whereas the Proteſtants were forced to row againſt the Stream, 
and to ſtruggle with all the expenſive delays and tricks the Courts could 
put on them.

6. The next means uſed to impoveriſh them was that, of Free- Quar- 
ters, by which they extorted from the Inn-keepers vaſt Sums of Mo- 
ney : It was a en een of Peace to be obliged to entertain ſuch 
rude naſty Gueſts as the private Soldiers generally were, and to endure 
the inſoleneies of their Officers, who practiſed ſeveral Arts with a Pe- 
ſign to deſtroy their Quarters. Sometimes they would quarter a whole 
Troop of Horſe on Two or Three. Proteſtant Inns for ſome Months to- 
gether, till they wearied them out of their Trade, drove away their 
Gueſts, and broke them.: Sometimes they would compound for a Sum 

of Money to be gone, and then immediately fend another Party as bad 
as themſelves, to ſuccsed them; by which. means they, ruined all the, 

little Towns about Dublin, and broke the Inhabitants. .;The. very firſt 
thing they did. after they had gotten into the Army, Was to ſet a Rate 
on Diet, on Hay and on Oats, not above One Third of what it coſt 

the Innkeeper; a thing to which they had been Strangers before 3, 
but it ſeemed tolerable, in reſpect of the Free Quarters to which they” 
pretended afterwards, though in effect it came to the. ſame thing, for 
they went away and never. paid a. Farthing for Meat or Drink, or any, 
other conveniencies allowed them in their Quarters.z. only. ſome gave- 
Bills which were never paid; nay. they were not content to have 1 5 
Meat and Drink and Quarters free, but they ſo ordered the matter, that, 


their Quarters were generally better to them than their Pay: They, 
commonly had Billets on Three or Four Houſes, apiece, eyery. one of 
Ade de e certain rate per Week:, one private Soldier bragg d.

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to the quality of the Houſe, and the Perſon that hadithe Billet; the 
very leaſt was 18 d. or 12 d. per Week, and the allowance to the Of- 
ficers was proportional: The truth of this is notorious to all in Dublin, 
and is demonſtrable from the number of Publick- Houſes which were 
obliged to quarter Men, compared with the number of Men quartered 
in them. The Houſes were double in number to the Soldiers, and yet 
every Houſe had one or two Soldiers at the leaſt, ſame Three ſome 
Four e on them, for which they paid Weekly; and yet ſo 
_ unreaſduable were theſe Creatures, that this would not ſatisfie them, 
but they would go up and down the! Country Stealing and Plundering 
Meat and Drink, and foreing the poor Proteſtants to bring! forth their 
hole Stock of Proviſions, of which they uſed to eut what they pleaſed, 
and then deſtroy the reſt; that the Dlauneil Whzgs; (that is; in their 
conſtant Dialect, the Proteſtants, )' might: not have the benefit of it, It 
Was in vain to grumble-or complain; inftead of remedythey were ſure 
to have the injury redoubled upon them. If any ventured to proſecute 
a" notorious Robbery committed by a Soldier, their Officers appeared 
in the Court for them, and opefily threatned the jury if they found 
them Guilty. Thus Colonel Lurterel, afterwards Governor of Dublin, 
„ at Killmainham, and brought off his Soldiers who were guilty 
of a Robbery, by threatning the Jury, and telling them that it ſhould 
be worſe for them if they found his Nen guilty; that the King's Soldiers 
muſt not he diſcouraged, and muſt be allowed, when in want, to rake 
From thoſe that had, meaning the Proteſtants ; and by his Authority he 
ſaved them, being not only an Officer, but one of the Juſtices of the 
Seſſions. And in the very Council, Allbaville publickly owned that 
the Proteſtants durſt not complain, except they had a mind to be Maſe 
ſacred : I uſe his Words. 711 PE +3 Wh ren 
7. The Prieſts and Fryars were no leſs oppreflive than the Soldiers; 
they Multiplied in Dublin to Three or Four Hundred at the leaſt ; they 
were well Fed and well Cloathed ; there were not more Luſty Plump 
Fellows in the Town than they, inſomuch that they were remarkable 
for it; and reckoning that they eonſumed but Twenty Pound apiece 
bie wirh another, hv the leaſt, they coſt the Town Eight 
. Thouſand Pound per Annum; which is near Four times more than all 
the Proteſtant Clergy in Town received ; they built abour Fourteen 
Chappels and Convents in Dublin, and ſet up Two Nunneries, all which 
came toa p Sum; and a great part of it came out of the Proteſtants 
a Es or they were ſuch experienced Beggars, that none eſcaped 
them, and fo importunate that none durſt refuſe them; if any did,

content to be Accuſed and Committed either on ſome ſecret Whiſpers 
or ſalſe Accuſation. The Inſolency of the Fryars may be gueſſed at by 
their Carriage to the Lord Primate Beule; Two of: them, as I had be- 
fore occaſion to remark, came to demand Mony of him ; and betauſe 
he refuſed them, they procured a Warrant from Sir Thomas Hacker, to 
commit bis Son in Law and Nephew ; but others were forced to buy 
their Peace by large Contributions nn ot 110 
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Mus the caſe ſtood with the Proteſtants: of Ireland, long before 
che Revolution happened in England; Their Rents and Re- 
ceipts were ſtopt, their Expences multiplied; and many were driven 
from their Houſes and Farms; their Trade decayed; and their Towns 
and Villages deſtroyed by Robberies and Free Quarters; but as ſoon 
as the new Levies upon pretence of reſiſting the Prince of Orange, were 
made, the miſchief became much more univerſal anc᷑ intolerable; where- 
as before, only Inns and Publick Houſes, together with Brewers, Ba- 
kers, Butchers and  Chandlegy, were obliged to quarter Soldiers, this 
Burden was now extended to all Gentlemen of che beſt quality; if Pro- 
teſtants, none being exempted ; this happened ſoon after the Lord 
Mountjays: going to France, though the Lord Deputy, as I noted 
before, did poſitively, engage to him to the contrary in his Articles ; 
theſe. new Gueſts committed all manner of rudeneſs: and inſolencies in 
their Quarters, and drove away as many of the Gentry aud Citizens: 
as could ſteal a Paſſage, or procure a Licenſe to be gone by bribing: 
the Secretary Sir Milliam Domville a Gentleman of about 80 Years of 
Age, who had been Attorney General near Tug Years, as has been 
faid, had his Houſe filled with them; they treated the Old Gentleman 
fo. rudely and barbarouſly, that all concluded it haſtened his Death. 
Some Roman Catholicks, that were not known to belong to the Army, 
would come to the Houſes of Proteſrants, and agree with them for 
their beſt; Rooms and ſuitable Attendance; and when they were to go 
away, and ſhould: have paid, inſtead of Mony they would preſent a 
Billet, and then triumph in the trick they had put on their Landlords- 
There are in Dublin about Seven Thonſand Houſes, and it was very 
rare that King James had Four Thouſand of the Army in Town; and

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yet they ordered it ſo, that every Houſe had more or leſs quartered upon 
it: Some Gentle men had Ten zſome Twenty, may ſomè Thirty quarters 
ed on them; if there Mas ho otH¹er Room t rned the Maffer or Mis 
ſtriſs of the Family out of their oτ] Beds, and ſent both them and the? 
Lodgers to provide for themſelves; not only Soldiers were thus qua 
tered, but likewiſe all Gentlemen, Prieſts, Fryars and ſome Noblémen 
that came with King James from France, together with their Servants 
and Retinue. All the Houſes in Town were taken up with ſuch Gueſts, 
Who were often treacherous Spies on their Hoſts, and reckoned themſelves 
very kind, if they did not procure them to be clapt up by a falſe 
Information. The Story of one Gentleman is Wa 
a good Family in England of his Name, as he pretended, which wa 
Brown ;, he lodged at one Mr. Brocks, from whom he ſtole ſeveral things 
of value, and ſold them: Mr. Brock found him out, but he thou £ 
to have prevented ho! diſcovery by Swearing eien again Jin 55 
which he did before Chief Juſtice Nugent; but the Juſtiee of the Peace 
who took the Examinations of the Theft, having gotten ſome of the 
Things into his Cuſtody, traced them ſo clearly to the Thief, that 
there was no denying ir. The Gentleman upon this, to prevent fur- 
ther Proſecution, - was forced to certify under his Hand that he was 
alen in what he had Sworn before the Lord Chief Juſtice- How 
eavy theſe things fell on the Citizens, may be conjectured from this; 
the Rents of the City were conſiderabla and many Gentlemens E- 
ſtates conſiſted in them : But now they thought themſelves happy, if 
their Tenants would ſtay in their Houſes, and keep them in Repair, 
though they paid no Rents at all. In the beſt inhabited Places of the 
Town, where the Houſes about Two Years before yielded Sixty Pound 
apiece, they were well contented if they got Ten Pound; or the 
Ground-Rent ; but it was a chance if they got ſo much. 
2. Thus Eſtates. both in City and Country were rendred Fruitleſs 
to Proteſtants; but yet - whilſt the Cattle and the great Manufacto- 
res and Staple Commodities of the Kingdom were in their Hands;

ſhould give a Value to what has no Value in it felf ; otherwiſe the Cau- 
"riouſnets of our Forefathers was ridiculous, who would not allow the 
King by his Prerogative to raiſe Money either by Loan or Subſidy from 
the Subject; ſince if it be allowed, that he may ſet what value he 
pleaſes upon Braſs, he may have what he thinks fit from the Kingdom 
without troubling a Parliament; but King James's Council uſed not to 
ſick at the Formalities of Law or Reaſon, and therefore vaſt Quanti- 
ties of Braſs Money were coined, and made Current by a Proclamation 
dated June 18, 1689. under ſevere Penalties. The Metal of which 
this Money was made was the worſt kind of Braſs; old Guns, and the 
refuſe of Metals were melted down to make it; Work- Men rated it at 
Three-pence or a Groat a Pound, which being coined into Six-pence's, 
Shillings or Half-crowns; one Pound weight made about 5 J. And by 
another Proclamation dated 16g. the Half-crowns were 
called in, and being Stamp'd anew, were made to paſs for Crowns; 
Jo that then 3 d. or 4d. worth of Metal made 10 /. There was coin- 
ed in all, from the firſt ſetting up of the Mint, to the Rout at the 
Beyne, being about twelve Months, 9653751. In this Coin King James 
paid all his: Appointments, and all that received the King's Pay being 
generally Papiſts, they forced the Proteſtants to part with their Goods 
Hut of their Shops for this Money, and to receive their Debts in it; but 
the Proteſtants having only good Silver or Gold, and Goods bought with 
theſe, when they wanted any thing from Papiſts; they were forced to 
part with their Gold and Silver, having no means of coming by the 
Braſs Money out of the King's Hands; ſo that the Loſs by the Braſs 
Money did in a manner intirely fall on the Proteſtants, being defrauded 
(for I can call it no better) of about 60000 /., per Month by this Strata- 
gem, which muſt in a few Months utterly exhauſt them, when the 
Papiſts had gotten moſt of their Saleable Goods from Proteſtant Neigh- 
bours , and yet great Quantities of Braſs Money remained in their 
Hands, they began to conſider how many of them who had Eſtates, 
had engaged them to Proteſtants by Judgments, Statute Staples and 
Mortgages; this was all the reſerve. of their Fortunes left the Prote- 
ſtants: And to take this. likewiſe from. them, they procured a Procla- 
mation dated February” 4.

When the Lawyer had drawn up the Warrant for Sir 
Thomas's Pardon, with a full Non Ohſtante to the Act of Attainder, the 
Farl brought it to the Attorney-General, Sir Richard Nagle, to have a 
Fiant dra wn; the Attorney read it, and with Indignation threw it aſide; 
the Eark began to expoſtulate with him for uſing the King's. Warrant 
at that rate The Attorney told him, That the King did, not know 
what he had done, that he had attempted to do a thing that was not in 
his power to do, that if the Barl underſtood, our Lays,.or. had ſeen the 
Act of Attainder, he would be ſatisfied, that the King could not diſpenſe 
with it: My Lord. anſwered, That he. underſtood: Senſe. and.

the Eark refuſed. to accept his offer, unle bis Lawyer might firſt Pag 
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uſe it; which being granted, the Lawyer, upon peruſal, found it to be 
fuch as would not hold in Law, and intended only to delude him. The 
Earl made new Application to King James, and Sir Richard being ſent 
for, the King ask'd him why he did not prepare a Fiant for Sir Thomas 
Southwell's Pardon, according to the Warrant ſent to him: He anſwered,

18. And now I doubt not but the Reader, from this Story which is 
literally true, will obſerve firſt the Juggling of . Lawyers with: 
_ King James, and will pity: a Prince who gave himſelf up to fuck Falſe Ml 
and. Double-dealing Counſellors, when añ : Act of Parliament is made 
againſt a. Papiſt, then it is. no leſs than Treafon to queſtion the King's 
Pardoning and. Diſpenſing Power; but when an Ab bears hard on a 
Proteſtant,, and-the King has a mind to eaſe him, then the King has no 
power to.Diſpenſe, he cannot grant a-Pardon tho? he earneſtly: deſite 
it: From.whence we may ſee, that the Diſpenſing Power was only ſet 
up to ſhelter Papiſts from. the Laws, and ruin Proteſtants; and that Pa- 
piſts, in their Hearts, are as much againſt it as Proteſtants: 
2. We may obſerve what fair Juſtice: was deſign*d: for Proteſtants 
a Law; was made to turn near 3000 out of their Eſtates, and to take a- 
way. their Lives if, they did not come in againſt a certain day: and yer.

ving Happily and enjoying their Eſtates, nay, and getting Preferment 
under King Fames when reſtor'd to his Kingdoms : These Men do not 
conſider that this Act would be reſtor' d, together with him, and that 
then it is not in his power to do this for them; that if they expect => 
fuch thing, they muſt be is op an Iriſh Popifh Parliament for it; an 
he is much a Stranger to Ireland, that knows not what Mercy an En- 
gliſhman and a Proteſtant is to expect from them, eſpecially when 1 
can give him nothing but what is taken from one of themſelves. Ti 
therefore the Papiſts of Ireland become fo good natur 'd as to give away, 
by their on voluntary act, their Eſtates (of which they were in actual

4. For tis obſervable that the Proteſtants Eſtates were not only pi- 
ven away by this Act of Attainder, but the Papiſts were likewiſe in 
Poſleſſion of them by the following means; The Act of Repeal was to 
be executed by Commiſſioners appointed by the King, who were to de- 
termine the Claims of the Proprietors, or Heirs to the Proprietors of 
the reſpective Eſtates, October 22. 1641. and give Injunctions to the 
- Sheriff to them in Poſſeſſion. In the mean time the Proteſtants were to 
| keep their Poſſeſſion till the Firſt of May 1690. and to pay Rent to 
popiſn Proprietors.

Engeniers, could never come ſo near it as to diſmount one Cannon on 
the Walls, or make a Breach in them: This proceeded from the Cowar- 


dize of the Beſiegers; who, according to the nature of Cowards, ſtuck 
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at no Cruelty to gain their purpoſe. They conſidered that the beſieged 
had many Relations in the neighbouring Country, and that they had a 
general kindneſs for all the —— ů — being, if not their 
Relations and Acquaintance, at leaſt their Countrymen, and Prote- 
ſtants. The Beſiegers therefore hop'd to take advantage of this tender- 
nels and good Nature of the beſieged to reduce the Town; and in order 
to it made ule of this Stratagem, which I think was of their own Inven- 
tion; for I do not remember to have met any thing like it in Hiſtory ; 
nor do I believe it was ever practis d by any Nation, unleſs the French 
have uſed it in their late Wars. Thus it was; General 3 
Roſen iſſued our Orders to bring together all the Prote- See Appendix, 
ſtants, Men, Women and Children, protected, and N. 28. 
not protected, and to ſet them before the Walls, there e 
to receive the ſhat of the Beſieged, whilſt the Beſiegers made their Ap- 
proaches under their Covert, and in the mean time to ſtarve and famith 
them, if their Friends in the Town would not, out of Compaſſion to 
them, yield up themſelves and City into the Hands of theſe Murtherers. 
The Dragoons and Soldiers executed this Order with the utmoſt rigour; 
they firſt ſtripe, and then drove the whole Country for about 30 Miles 
beſore them, not ſparing Nurſes with their ſucking Children, Women big 
with Child, nor old decrepit Creatures ; ſome Women in Labour, ſome 

that were juſt brought to Bed, were driven amongſt the reſt ; the very 
- Papiſt Officers that executed the thing, conſeſt that it was the moſt dil- 

mal ſight they had ever ſeen, and that rhe cries of the poor People ſeem'd- 

to be {till in their Ears: They owned that they gathered above 4000, 

others ſay 7000and that they kept many of them without Meat or 

Drink for a whole Week; that ſeveral hundreds died in the Place before 
they were diſmiſt, and many more on the way as they went home again 
to their Houſes ; nor were they better when they came there, for the 

raging Soldiers, Raparies and Pelferers that follow'd the Army, had 
left them neither Meat, Drink, Houſhold-Stuff nor Cattel, but had taken 
away all in their abſence ; ſo that the generality. of them afterwards ' 


d for want, and many were knockt on the head i 
the Soldiers. I need not trouble the Reader with See Dr. Wal- 
the ſucceſs of this eruel and fooliſh Stratagem; it was 'kers Siege of 
the ſame which any thinking Man would have expect- Derry. 5 
ed it conſirmꝰd the Beſieg d in their Reſolutions, ne- 8 1 
ver to yield to ſuch barbarous People, and it made them ſet up Gallows, 
and threaten to hang all the Priſoners they had in their hands, if their 
Friends were not immediately difmiſt; with which the Beſiegers being 
ſtartled ( and finding _ TO their deſign to keep _ 
Ws: 5 als , ME 
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ſtill under che Walls) did at laſt comply, after they had kept them 
there three days without Meat; this was the ſecurity Men had of their. 
Lives by King Fames's Protections; the news of this Order came to- 
Dublin — it was executed, and the Biſnop of Meath went immedi- 
ately to King James to fee if he could prevail with him to prevent 


ſuch a barbarous proceeding: His Majeſty. very calmly toldthe Bifhop;. 


That be had heard of it before, and that he had ſent Orders to ſtop it; that 
General Roſen was 4 Forreigner, and us'd to ſuch Proceedings as were 
ſtrange to us, though common in other places; and that if be had been his own: 
Subject he would have call d him to account for it: Yet he continued him 
{till in his Employment. Fwas he burnt the Country about Derry, 
when be was forced to raiſe the Siege, and left, after the French Cuſtom: 
the Gentlemens Houſes and Villages, that lay in his way towards Dub- 
Ln, in Aſhes. It was commonly ſaid, that he and Aammo, who was: 
kill'd before Derry, were the Perſons employ'd to Dragoon the Pro- 
teſtants of Lang uedocł, and that committed ſo many Barbarities on thoſe- 


poor People : If fo, it is not ſtrange that they ſfiould commit the like 
on the Proteſtants of Ireland: but it is 3 that: King James ſhould 


employ ſuch Men, and not at all puniſh ſuch monſtrous violation of 
Faith, as well as of Humanity, and yet expect that we ſhould depend 
e ono fhaconh blo won HIRE ET 

His Protections were in every place alike inſignificant; many Prote-

4 ſtants loſt the value of Three, many Four; and ſome of rom: pounds 


Sterling, notwithſtanding their repeated Protections, and their approv'd 


and peaceable demeaning themſelves; of which Captain Barton, in the 


County of Monag han, was a ſignal Example; he had a Protection for 


his Houſe, at Carrick Mac Roſs, and Arms, and Had left his Servants 


in his Houle, to preſerve it and his Goods, he himſelf ſtaying in Dublin, 
as a Hoſtage to the Government, that they might not ſuſpect him to 


have any. Deſign to withdraw to the North, or join with ſuch Proteſtants 


as were in Arms there; yet in His Abſence, a: Party of Colonel Mac 
Mahon s Regiment, about February 688. came and demanded the 
Houſe; the Servants ſhew'd their Protection, and told him who Com- 
manded the Soldiers, that they had Orders from the Government to 
keep the Hohſe; the Commander aſſurꝰd them that he would not diſturb 
them, and that he only deſign'd to lodge ſome of his Men in it, to ſe- 
eure it more effectually for the King and the Owner z; upon which pro- 
miſe, the Servants let him and his Soldiers into the Houſe; they no 
ſooner had obtain'd Entrance; but they fell a:Plundring,: deſtroying and 
defaci ng; and in a few Hours, byiruining his Improvements; and rob« 
bing his. Goods, Stock and Furniture, they damnify'd him to near the 
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value of 10m. Pounds: He complain'd of this falſe and injurious dealing 
to the Government, but could never obtain any Redreſs, or procure 
the Actors of it to be brought to any account or puniſhment z inſtead of 
obtaining any thing of that nature, they added new Injuries to their 
former, and at laſt burnt his Houſe to the Grounxeg. | 
And here it will not be amiſs, by the way, to give ſome further In- 
ſtances of their violation of Articles, as well as of Protections. About 
Thirty Soldiers, "ng 1688. deſerted from Dublin, and endeavour'd 
to make their Eſcape to Inniskilling: They were purſued by one Cap- 
tain Nugent with a Party of Horle, and overtaken near Navan, within 
Twenty Miles of Dublin; they put themſelves in a poſture to fight, 
and were ready to fire at him; but he by fair Promiſes and good Words, 
perſwaded them to Capitulate, and at laſt upon Articles to yield: He 
Covenanted with them that they ſhould be ſafe and free, and ſhould ſuf- 
fer no other Injury but the loſs of their Arms; notwithſtanding which, 
as ſoon as they gave up their Arms, he ſtript and Pinion'd them, and 
with much Intereſt they eſcaped preſent Death; this Mercy was due to 
the Circumſtances of the Time, whichoblig'd the Government to reſerve 
them in Jail till a more proper Seaſon, though in a Condition more 
grievous than if they had been hang'd immediately. x. 
The Fort of Culmore near Derry yielded on Articles to King James, by 
which the Gentlemen that ſurrendred it were to be indemnified, and li- 
berty allow'd them either to live ſecure and quietly in the Kingdom, or 
elſe go to any other place where they thought fit; but notwithſtandin 
theſe Articles, they were diſarm'd and ſtript, and ſeveral of them ſeized 
and "up into Priſon, nay Attainted in their pretended Act of Parliament. 
The Garriſon of Londonderry, after the Forces which came under Col. 
| Cunningham and Col. Richards to ſuccour it, had reſolved to return for Eng- 
land, {ent one Capt. White to K. James to receive Propoſals from him it 
being the Opinion of many of thoſe that remain'd in the Town that they 
muſt ſurrender it; the Conditions were not difficult to concert; in the meau 
time it was agreed, as a Preliminary Article; that the Army ſhould” 


not march within Four Miles of the Town ; but before the Term, 


could be adjuſted, or any anſwer. be return'd from the City, the' King i” 


himſelf marched his Army towards it, and was in view almoſt 4 0b 1 4 


as the Commiſſioners that came with the Propoſals: This being againſt 
his Engagement, and an abſolute breach of ihe Preliminary Article al- 
ready agreed on, put a ſtop to the Treaty, and contributed to the Re- 
ſolution of the Beſieged; who durſt never truſt any Articles after this, 
but rather than depend on the Faith of King James or his Party, choſe 
ier tho. urmoſt; Bxrremity. 7. wa 
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The Breach of Articles by my Lord Galmoy to Mr. Dixey a n 
Gentleman, (Son to the Dean of Ximore) and Mr. Charlton was yt 
more barbarous; the Lord Galmoy went down in March 1688-9 to the 
County of Cavan and ſurpriz d theſe two Gentlemen; he had a Party of 
the Army with him, and took up his Quarters at Belrurbet. His two 
Priſoners were to- be 1 one Captain Mag G wire, then Pri- 
loner at Crum, a ſmall Caſtle, and the only place that flood out againſt 
King James in that County; the owner of the Caftle was one Captain 
_ Creighton, Who permitted Captain Mac Gwire to go to Belturber on his 
rol to be a true Priſoner ; Mac G wire fo negotrated the matter, that 
return'd with a Summons and propoſals as well for Janis killing as the 

Caſtle of um; and he ſuppos'd them not averſe to a Surrender on 
good terms; but the Lord Galmoy immagined that theſe Propofals 
would make the People of um ſecure, and therefore that very Night, 
without waiting for any anſwer, he march'd to the Caſtle before they 
were aware, and hadalmoſt ſurprir'd them; but the reſolution of hoſt 
within prevented the ſbeceſs-of his perfidious defign, and forc'd him 
| back without being able to de any other miſchief than the venting his 
Anger ou his two Priſoners, whom after his return to Belturbet, he, 
| Eontrary to his Faith and Engagement, hang'd on a Sign-Poſlt, and fuf- 
_ fer'd their Bodies to lie unburied, and be barbaroufly abuſed. This 
was Captain Aus Gwires own account of the matter; the conſequence 
of which falſhood was, that thoſe People would never hear of any 
terms afterwards; and upon trial found much more fafery in their Arms 
than in the Promiſes of King James, or of any of his Party; having 
. baffled and cut off ſeveral! conſiderable Bodies of bis Forces fent againff 
them, and taken many and confiderable Prifoners, whom yet they uſed 
with all Humanity, as it were to reproach the barbarous and perfidi- 
QUus uſage which their Prifoners met with; but it was avowed and pro- 
feſt by the generality of King Fames's Men, that they did not look on 
themſelves co be obliged to treat the Rebels of the North, as they call'd 
them, as-fair Enemies, but as Traitors and infamous Perſons, whom 
ey might defiroy at any rate. 
In the County of Tong ford ſome Proteſtants got into the Caſtle of 
Tenauglu, belonging to Sir Thomas Nemeomen; his Lady, and thoſe

In ſnhort it was obſerv'd that amongſt all the Articles into which 
King: James, or his Officers entred, they never kept any to Proteſtants, 
J A fifth Invaſion on our Lives was, that both King James and his 
inferiour Officers, took on them to diſpoſe of them by private Orders 
and Proclamations, the penalty of violating which was often preſent 
Death: Thus the Proclamation that required us to bring in our Arms, 
was on the Penalty of being left to the dilcretion of the Soldiers ; which 
Vuas to expoſe our Lives and Fortunes to the Mercy of our greateſt E- 
nemies. By a Proclamation dated July 20h 1689, all Proteſtants are 
required to wing bo their Swords and other Arms, on Penalty of being 
dealt with as Rebels and Traytors. The Proclamation dated June 15. 
1690. forbad any to change a Guinea, &c. for more than 36 s. in Brals, 
under pain of Death; and Colonel Lurtrell liſhed. a Declaration, 
forbiding more than five Proteſtants to aſſemble together, or to be out 
of their Lodgings after Ten of the Clock at Night, on the ſame Penalty ; 
the Declaration was of his own Penning, and to gratifie gi 5 0h 
the Curious, I have put it in the Appendix; the order to Ste Appendix.

fore they thought it their Intereſt to be as tender of Lives as they could ; 
and even the Prieſts, when they encauraged them to Rob their Proteſtant 
Neighbours, charg'd them not to kill them, aſſuring them that every 
thing elſe would be forgiven them. 3. The Proteſtants were extreme 
ly cautious not to give the leaſt Offence ;, they walked ſo warily and 
prudently, that it was hardly poſſible to find any occaſion againſt them;

teft ng Beit e ůʒ and they commonly had their Emiſſaries in 
every Church, to ſee if they could find any thing to object againſt the 
Preacher: But the Miniſters did not fear any thing could be objected 
even by Malice on this account; and therefore when they found they 
were not like to make much of this, they let it fall; and the Officers 
and Soldiers came into the Churches in time of Divine Service, or in 
time of Sermons and made a noiſe; ſometimes threatning the Miniſters, 
 fometimes curſing, ſometimes ſwearing, and ſometimes affronting or 
aſſaulting Women, and picking occafions of Quarrels with the Men, 
and committing many Diſorders ; it vex*'d and grieved them to ſee the 
Churches full, contrary to their expectation-; that neither their Liberty

ß. In the Country, where Churches were taken from the Proteſtants, 
they met in private Houſes; and where their Miniſters were gone, and 
their maintenance ſeiz d; others undertook: the Cures either gratis, or 
were maintain'd by the voluntary Contributions of the People: So that 
there appear'd no probability, that Proteſtantiſm: would be deſtroyd 
without violence. The Papiſts ſaw- this; and therefore watched an 
apportunity to begin it. On the Sixth of Sepremb. 1689, upon pretence 
of a Caſe of Piſtols and a Sword found in ſome out- part of Chriſt-Hureb 
n Dublin, they lockt it up for a Fortnight, and ſuffered no Service to 
Be in it. On the Twenty ſeventh of October they took it to themſeloes, 
and hindred Proteſtants to oſſiciate any more in it. On the- Thirteenth: 
of Stptembor, on pretence of ſome Ships ſeen in the Bay of Dublin, they 
forbad'all Proteſtants to go to Church, or aſſemble in any Place for Di- 
vine Service. July 13. 1689. there iſſued out a Proclamation, forbid-- 
ding Proteſtants to go out of their Pariſhes; one deſign of this was to 
Binder their Aſſemblies at Religious Duties; for in reland generally 
Two or Three Pariſſies have but one Church, and conſequently by this; 
one-half were confined from tlie Service of God'through the:Rivkdom : 
June 1690. Colonel Lustreii, Governor of Dublin, iſſued

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was deſigned to hinder meeting at Churches, it was anſwered, that 
it was deſign'd to hinder their meeting there as well as in other Pla- 
ces 5 and in execution of this, all the Churches were ſhut up, and 
all Religious Aſſemblies through the Kingdom forbidden under pain of 
Death; and we were aſſured, that if King James had return'd Victori- 
ous from the Boys, it was reſolved that they ſhould never have been 
opened any more for us; and the ſame excuſe would have ferved for 
his permitting this that ſerv'd him 'the former Year, for not reſtoring 
the Churches taken away in his abſence at the former Camp, even that 
he muſt not diſoblige his Roman CatholickClergy. Thus God gave them 
opportunity to ſhew what they intended againſt our Religion, even to 
take away all our Churches, and hinder all our Religious Aſſembies; and 
when they had brought their Liberty of Conſcience to this, and we had 
been obliged upon pain of Death to forbear all publick Worſhip for a 
Fortnight, then he ſent us deliverance, by means of his preſent Majeſty's -

1. Dr all theſe methods, of ruining the Proteſtant Religion ſeem'd 
D tedious to the Prieſts ;/ and therefore they could not be prevail'd 
with. to abſtain from violence; Wherever they had a fair opportunity 
to uſe it they applyed it with all diligence. Several Proteſtant Women 
were married to Papiſts; many of theſe uſed unmerciful Severities to 
cheir Wives, and endeavoured by hardſhips. and unkindneſs to weary 
the poor Women out of their Religion; ſome ſtript them of their Cloathes, 
kept them ſome Pays, urbane Megs or Drink, beat them grievoul- 
Iy, and at laſt, when they could not prevail, turn'd them out of their 
a to let them live with them: Some ſold off all that 
they had, turn'd-it into Money, and left their Wives and Children to 
beg, for no other Reglon, e they would not forſake their Re- 
ligion.; And this carriage was encouraged by the Prieſts, which came 
to. be diſoovered garthis occaſion :, Some Women that were thus uſed, 
were advis'd by their Friends to make their Application to their Huſ- 
band's Confeſſors; and they imagined-' the Confeſſors would lay their 
commands on the Men to be more civil, and to do the Duty of Hub | 
bands to their Wives. But " Prieſts told the Women that 1 fs

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their own faults that their Husbands uſed them ill, that they deſerved it, 


and muſt expect no better whilſt they continued diſobedient to them, 
and refuſed to comply in the matter of Religion; and when the poor 
Women replied that in Conſcience they could not change their Religi- 
on, being perſwaded of che truth of it, the Prieſts railed at them and a- 
buſed them almoſt as much as their own Husbands. Servants were uſed 
the ſame way by their Popiſh Maſters, and Tenants by their Landlords ; 
every Office of Profit, or Truſt was made a Temptation; and a Man, 
whatever his circumſtances were, muſt either part with it or his Re- 
ligion. We were told that the King would have all that did eat his 
Bread, of his own Religion; the n de which was, that he expe- 
cted that all who were employ'd by him ſhould turn Papiſts.

| Laughlin's Houſe. was broke open and. Plundered before he left the 
Kingdom: The Biſhop of 'Warerford's Houſe was rifled, and the Bi- 
mep an Oid Man about Fourſcore years of Age, deſperately wounded 
in his Bed. Several of the Inferior Clergy were beaten and abuſed, 
Way-lead as they travelled the High-way, thot at and wounded, and 
with difficulty eſcaped with their Lives; ſome were fo beaten that they 
died upon it; ſome had their Houſes ſet on Fire; and in general, the 
Proteſtant Parifhioners were fo apprehenſive of the Danger in which 
many of their Miniſters were, that they -beſought them to withdraw

Many of 
the Country People could not get to the Sea Ports; they had little 
Money, their Riches were in choir Stocks ; and theſe being [nm 
Aer not able to raiſe ſo much Money as would Tranſport them 
ü their Families; and they generally came too late to the Ports. A 
ſtrict Embargo being laid on all Ships before they could get to the Jes 
ſide; many of the Citizens of Dublin and other Sea Ports got off, but 
were forc'd to leave their Shops and Concerns behind in the hands of 
their Relations and Dependents, who were obliged to ſtay to take Care 
of them. Others thought it unreaſonable to leave all they had to go 
to beg in a ſtrange Country, and having no body to truſt with their 
Concerns, reſolo d to hazard themſelves together with them. If theſs 
things be conſidered, twill rather ſeem a wonder that ſo many got off, 
than that ſome ſtaid behind. | 

3. Secondly, As to the Gentlemen; though fome of them had plen- 
tiful Eſtates and Fortunes, yet they had bur little ready Money; tis 
not thought prudent in Ireland, where money is at 10 ro Cent. far any 
one to keep much Caſh. by him; and perhaps he that hath 1000 1. per 
Annmm clear, hath often not 100 J. in Can.

194 The State of the Proteſtants of Ireland under 
even by their Enemies; and they hoped by their prudence and 'ma- 
nagement to obtain better Quarters for their poor People that depen- 
ded on them; whom they could not find in their hearts to leave de- 
ſtitute of all ſhelter and conduct, and it muſt be acknowledged that 
though theſe could not do as much good as they might reaſonably have 
expected, yet they did a great 54. 6 and it muſt. be owned as a ſin- 
gular providence of God that ſome ſuch Gentlemen ſtaid; for they uſed 
all their Authority, Intereſt, and Credit to ſerve the Poor, and not- 
withſtanding the Malice and Power of their Enemies they did them 
many good Offices: They directed them what to do, and how to be- 
have themſelves in their applications for Reliet, when oppreſſed; they 
managed and ſolicited their Petitions; they took all opportunities to 
remonſtrate to King James the Grievances and Oppreſſions of the poor 
People; they took the moſt favourable Inſtances, and managed them 
in the beſt manner to make him ſenſible; they took advantage of the 
little feuds that were between the Courtiers, and made their Piques uſe- 
ful to procure redreſs to ſuch Proteſtants as had been fignally injured 
by the oppoſite Party; and ſometimes by Addreſs, and other times by 
meer Importunities and bold Repreſentations of the barbarouſneſs and 
inhumanity of the Proceedings againſt Proteſtants, they ſhamed the 
Government into a better Temper; fometimes procuring ſome mode- 
ration; fometimes redreſs of exorbitant Grievances ; and at other 
times did prevent moſt ſignal Miſchief deſign'd againſt us, at leaſt by 
gaining time, which was a great conveniency to us. . 
6. Theſe Gentlemen that ſtaid were uſeful, not only by employing 
their Credit, their, Friends and Intereſt with the Government, but they 
farther did contribute to the preſerving and ſupporting of a great many 
poor and impriſoned People, that otherwiſe would have ſtarved: Near 
Five hundred Priſoners were ſupported by the Charity of Dublin, and 
every thing put into ſuch a method, that amongſt the numerous poor 
ruined Proteſtants, ''not*one- was loſt or ſtarved for want of Meat or 
Eloathes, that we could hear of; which we muſt look on as an extra- 
ordinary Providence, and renders all thoſe inexcuſable who changed 
their Religion, on pretence that otherwiſe they muſt have ſtarved; an 
excuſe they did not offer then, and which being falſe, ought not to be 
pretended, much leſs allow'd now. ö | 15 | 
J. We found our ſelves in many ſtraits how te behave our ſelves 
under ſome difficulties that fell on us about Fees fer Impriſonment, con- 
cealing of Arms or Abſentees Goods, and matters of Oaths, either to 
the Government or on private Occaſions; the Gentlemen and Perſons of

38. Thirdly, As to thoſe Proteſtants who had Employments, and

dieavour to ſtay in them as Clerks. 1. Becauſe we were in hopes of 


recovering them in a ſhort time, by the aſſiſtance of their preſent Ma- 
jeſties, and in the mean time we knew not what havock and ſpoil might 
be made of Records. and Books by Popiſh Deputies, -whereas if the 
Proteſtants kept in the Offices they might preſerve them, or at leaſt be 
Witneſſes of the injury that ſhould be done them, and this Contrivance

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9. Secondly, It was not ſafe for any Officer, that was not forcibly 
turn'd out, to refuſe to act, if he had either voluntarily reſign'd his 
Place, or refuſed to Officiate in it, ke muſt have expected to be treated 
with more ſevere uſage than other People, as one peculiarly diſaffected. 
Some therefore were forc'd to keep even in the Army in their own 
Defence; but theſe were {a few, that there need not much to be faid: 
- For them: I do not remember above Three that had Commiſſions in the 
Army, who were deſirous to leave it; and thoſe were kept in only ſor 
a pretence of Impartiality ; and for ſuch as acted as Juſtices: of 
Peace, they were often ferviceable to Proteſtants, in freeing them from 
Oppreſſions and Injuries.

7 ſerving their diſtreſſed and op- 
ed Friends; and they ſeldom fail'd to improve theſe means to the 
advantage: The poor People that ſtay'd in Ireland were fenfible of 
this, and often wiſh*d that more had ſtay'd on this Account; and'truely: 
of they had, by the advantage of their Addreſs and Underſtanding above 
me Papiſts, who generally were ignorant of bufinefs, they might proba-- 
Dly have done much good, and have gained farther time for the poor. 
10. However I do not intend to juſtify all that was done by: Prote- 
fant Officers; if any of them advanced, abetted, or concurr'd in an ill 
ching, Jet chem ſuffer for it; but I humbly conceive the Proteſtants of 
Feluul that ſtaid here, and ſaw and obſerved every Man's behaviour, 
and were the only ſufferers by the ill management of any Officer, what- 
ever his Station was, may be ſafely. truſted to give a Character of each; 
I on that it is not Teafonable that a Certificate under a few hands

We of the Church of England can 
prag, that when Rebellion overſpread the three Kingdoms, not one Or- 
thodox Member of our Church was engaged againſt the Crown: And 
in out late Diſordery, we can boaſt we were Oppoſers of the Bills of 
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Excluſion ; and the Senſe his Majeſty has been graciouſly pleas'd to 
expreſs of our Loyalty, will never be forgotten by us. I had the hap- 
pineſs to be born a Member of the Church of England, and I hope 
God will give me the Grace to die one. One thing the Engliſh of this 
Country have the glory in, That of all his Majeſty's Subjects, they 
made the earlieſt Advances towards his Majeſty's Reſtoration, when 
the three Kingdonfs were governed by Ulurpers. And after all the 
Endeavours of his Loyal Subjects in England ſeemed to be diſappoint- 
ed, and there appeared no Hopes, by the total defeating of Sir G. 
Booths, che Englith then in this Kingdom, offered to ſubmit to his* 
Majeſty's: Authority. I do not ſay this, my Lord, to detract from his 
Majeſty's: R. C. Loyal Subjects, many of whom 1 my {elf knew ſerv'd 
and ſuffered with him abroad; but I ſpeak in juſtice to the others who 
did their Duty. There is but one thing more I ſhall trouble your Ex- 
ezleycy with ;; I am ſorry that l cannotfay that I leave a full Treaſure, .
